I beg to report that during the winter, 
considerable difficulty was experierced at the Industrial 
School with the domestic water systeya 


Several freezings up of pipes occurred, 
and on one occasion the services of the City Llectric 
thawer had to be secured to thaw the nain from the pneumatic 
pump to the building, This main pipe has, no doubt, been 
laid several years ago, and has now become so rusted that 
it can hardly be used in the laundry. 


On my recent visit to the School, I ex- 
amined the discharge fron the main through the several dis- 
tributing pipes in the buildings, All showed the decay in 
the main, that to the laundry being the worse. The water 
cannot be used for washing, I was also shown garments 
Which were wesled after the water ad been runring for several 
hours, and notwithstanding this fact, there were practically 
ruined, 


I would therefore recommend that authority 
be siven for the purchasé and laying of 325 feet of 2" galvan- 
ized pipe between the pneumatic tank and the distributing 
pipes in the ain building and 228 feet of 14" from thence to 
the laundry, 2" galvanized pipe is quoted at 422 a foot 
and 1$" galvanized at 32¢ per foot,

Honourable Charles Stewart:- 


There ig a recognized need of an ice house and refrig- 
erator for the storing of beef at the Kamloope Induetrial School 
in British Columbia. The Dominion Water Power Branch has made a 
report relative to the type of building and the nature of the 
equipment that is required. Plane and specifications have been 
prepared, and an estimate of $4300 has been made by competent 
engineers. 


I have hesitated to ask for your authority for this 
expenditure, but recent communications from the Rev. Father 
McGuire, Principal of the school, have revealed the extreme 
desirability of erecting the refrigerator without delay. A 
considerable saving will be effected thie year and in a short 
time the building will have paid for itself. 


The Dominion Water Power Branch has been approached, 
and they are willing to instruct their District Engineer at 
Kamloops to supervise the work. Their officiale will purchase 
the materials necessary and in conjunction with the Department 
representative will hire the necessary labour.

The cost of the 
building which would be built of reinforeed concrete would amount 
to about $1, 800. 00; the machinery and the extension of the power 
line would cost approximately $32,500.00, making @ total of $4, 300. 00 
for the whole installation. 


With reference to the cost of operation, it would be 
necessary that the machinery be operated from seven to ten hours 
per day throughout the season of six months, entailing a monthly 
$FRSOSS tuze of $33.00 which gives a total annual expenditure of 


198.00, This amount will, of course be paid by the school together 
with all other operating expenses. 
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After carefully examining this project as sub- 
mitted by the Dominion Water Power Branch, I am positive that 
no other scheme could meet the requirements of such an institu- 
tion. The ordinary ice cooling procees has never proven satis- 
factory in cases where large quantities of meats have to be pre- 
served , and the cost of the construction and maintenance of a 
small plant of the same capacity as that already described would 
amount to at least $1,800.00. 


The Artificial refrigerating system would be a 
permanent improvement which would not inour further expenditure 
from the Department for its maintenance or operation, and in 
view of the relatively low expenditure involved, I would strongly 
recommend that this system only be taken into consideration in 
preference to the other, and that the necessary authorization 

be given to the Dominion Water Power Branch to proceed with the 
work before the cold season definitely sets in.

A contract was awarded recently to Mr. Thomas 
Carson of Vancouver, at his tendered price of $32,987.00 
for the buijding of the first unit of the proposed new 
Indian Residential Sehool at Kamloops. Mr. Carson aube 
mitted the lowest tender. The next lowest tender received 
was that of the Poole Construction Coe of Regina, for 
$99 , 985.00. 


A letter has now been received from Mr. W. H. 
MacAulay, Architect of Kamloops who was appointed Inspector 


of Construction for this Le gee advising that Mr, Carson 


omitted the item of external brickwork from hie tender, and 
asking if the Department is psepared to make an allowance 
for the mistake made by nim ; also, if the Department cannot 
allow him for the brick, would they permit him to withdraw 
his tender and return his deposit security. Mr. Carson also 
states that he expresses regret at the mistake made, aud that 
he desires the favourable consideration of the Department, 
failing this, however, he is prepared to sign the contract 
and accept the resultant loss. 


The cost of brickwork omitted is $3,798.00. The 
addition of this amount to his original tender still makes 
his price considerably lower than the next lowest tender, 
and it appears that an error was made by him in totalling up 
his tender. Our Architect is of the opinion that unless 
the contractor is allowed the item for the brickwork, that he 
will probably lose money on his contract.

I spent yesterlay with Mr.MoBride 
going into the question of t brick ami stone 
to be used in the new Kamloops gschool. I showed 
MriMoBride the copy of the letter addressed to 
the Minister, regarding the substatut ing of sand- 
stom for the granite. Mr.McBride is still of 
the opinion, however, that granite should be 
used for this school, and I fully agree with hin. 


While in Kamloops I examined buildings 
4n which sand-stone had been used and foumi the 
effect of the weather on the stone resulted in 
cracks bo pny | in many places. This is due to the 
mild weather in the day time and the freezing 
at night, which is expe rienced at Kamloops. 


With reference to the brick we examined 
samples of all brick available in the Province and 
decided on eet the red pressed brick manufactured 
at Olayburn. This is a high-grade brick and will 
give full satisfactiog. 


A good start has been made on the school 
and the site chosen for the building is an excellent 
one. 


With reference to the letter from the 
Rev.Mother Superior regarding the changes the Sisters 
desire in the plans, I spent an afternoon with the 
Sisters at the School, ing over and explaining to 
them the plans for the buildim. They did not quite 
unierstami the lay-out and after explaining the 
proposed buiéding to them and making a few minor 
che mes they stated that they were entirely satisfied 
with the lay-out.

My dear Air:- 


/ I am in receipt of a letter from the Sister Superior of 
Kamlqope where the Department is undertaking the building of the cen=- 
tral portion of the new school. 


She points out to me that the plan as now construed 
would place the laundry, the kitchen. It would seem that these two 
unite would hardly be combined, and she coneiders it te better advan- 
tage to have the laundry leading inte the Girls’ recreation reom. 
As the clothes come from the laundry, they could be easily be folded 
ahd cared for by the girls,- thus eliminating constant traffic through 
the kitchen. 


She tells me that she talked over the matter with Mr. 
ueCauley, who quite agrees with her, and who is willing to draw a 
little sketch making the proposed change, and submit it to the Depart- 
ment. Although I have not seen the plans, I quite agree with her as 
regards the proximity of the laundry to the recreation room. 


The Sisters also hope that the proposed wing for the girls 
will not be considerably delayed, as they cannot utilize the central 
portion as living quarters without seriously deteriorating the apart- 
ments which will be used as offices later on. I think they prefer 
renaining where they are until such time as the whole is completed. 


We have in view, as you already know, only one object,—— 
and that ie to economize space, time, and to better the conditions all 
around. When all is told, the laber has to be done by the Sisters in 
the house, and they best know what is necessary. 


I already know that you will take this inte consideration, 
and I sincerely trust that the change will not interfere with your plans, 
or increase the building expenditures.

We are asking you to request permission from the 


Depar nt to purchase for us a Wee McGregor, Ottawa or 


ier 
Wade Saw. 


You know our position; we have no wood on our pro- 
perty. The price of wood, seven dollars a cord, is for us 
prohibitive. So far, the Northern Construction gave us 
yearly some sixty cords of slab wood for our burners or 
heaters. That mill is now cone, so that we must seek else- 
where. The Provincial Government accorded us a free use 
grant of forty acres on the ae Thompson at the Twenty-five 
Mile House. Last week the foreman and some six or seven 
boys put about three hundred logs on the skidway. It is for 
the cutting of this wood into stove lengths that we ask the 
power saw, as it must be cut before we load it on the train, 
and we prefer the men to cut it rather than the boys who at 
that distance from home would lose more class than we care 
to permit.

A letter ba received from Mr. Macaulay 
advising thet the electric line connecting the Kamloops 
School buildings with the city system, which is a distance 
of about 1-1/2 miles in length, is in a dangerous dondition. 
The local municipal lighting company have condemned the 
line and will not permit their employees to wrk thereon. 


This line was built some years ago, the Department 
supplying the meterial and the labour was performed by the 
staff of the school. The defects are as follows: 


Certain poles principally on the river crossing require 
replacing, and the construction of the cross arms is def- 
active. 


The wires are of soft drawn copper instead of hard drawn 
copper, consequently sagging is general. 


The spacing of wires is incorrect, and fails to comply 
with the Government Regulations. 


Mr. Macaulay has taken the question of repairs up 
with the Public Utilities Department of the vity of Kamloops 
and they are prepared to put this power line from the city 
to the school in a good condition, and will charge only 
the actual cost of the work. The cost of the work will be 
approximtely 865.00, and I beg to recommend that Mr. 
Macaulay be authorized to have the poweryzline put in good

In my opinion the most satisfactory solution of this job is to 
rebuild the line completely from the contact with the city system up 
to the transformer pole at the school tuildings. 
As the apparent average life of pole butts in this district ia about 
12 yeare, ve use 45' poles; this enables us to resett these poles 
twice and is thus a big factor in economy. 
The approximate cost of this work would be $865.00. 
The present insulators -both power and telephone would be used on the 
new line; @lso the present power line cross arms would be used on the 
new pole line for the telephone wires. The emisting telephone wire 
would also be used on the new line. #6 copper wire wowld be substitut 


for the old wire and the whole line built up to the requirements of the 
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Provincial authorities. 


Thea Poon’ line could be remodéled by rebuilding the river croseing, 


replacing the old crosse-arms with new ones of the proper apacing, and 
substituting #6 copper wire,for about @ 643.00. 

This estimate however doee not include the cost of any new poles which 
may ve required alomg the line.

With reference to the granite specified for 
the new Kamloops 3chool you will remember that this was 
discussed with Mr. McBride, and he advised us that the 
sandstone would not stand up under the weather conditions 
of Kamloops, due to the great @ifference in temperature 
between the day and night during the winter months. 
While I was in Kemloops I personally inspected several 
buildings where sandstone had been used, and found that 
it was not proving satisfactory. Mr Macaulay who has 
practised Architecture in that district for smme time 
was also of the opinion that the granite was far superior 
to the sandstone when used in buildings in Kamloops. 
From Mr. Macaulay's reports it is evident that he has had 
some difficulty in getting the contractors to furnish the 
granite of a satisfactory quality, and I beg to quote here- 
under from his reports. 


Report May 1."The granite is proving a constant source 

of worry. The quality is not too good and I have been 
compelled to refuse permission for the caps to the chapel 
buttresses to be used." 


The following is an extract from a letter which Mr. Mac- 
aulay wrote to Mr. Carson, the contractor on the 26th May. 
"Reference granite. As you are fully aware it has been 
necessary to complain as to the quality of granite supplied 
to the above mentioned building many times during the past 
three months. The expected improvement has not materialised. 
In fact the standard has deteriorated, the last shipment 

is most decidedly inferior 4nd defective, Conseque: tly 

in confirmation of my verbal instructions, the setting of 
this or any defective granite is entirely at your own risk 
as it is impossible for me to accept same." 
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Letter of August 16, as follows: " Two new granite caps 

for chapel buttress arrived and have been placed in position. 
A little painting has been done to the coping, otherwise 

no apparent effort has been made to rectify the work com- 
plained of." 


On the twelfth of this month a letter was received 
from J. A. and C. H. MacDonald, Cut stone contractors of 
Vancouver, complaining that they have not been paid for the 
granite supplied to the Kamloops School, and on the 24th 
instant I enclosed a copy of their letter to Mr. Macaulay 
asking him to submit a full report on the granite supplied 
to the school at the earliest possible date. 


From the above you will see that the contractor 
has had a lot of trouble with the sub-contractors, supplying 
the granite for the building.

It is with deep regret that I have to 
confirm my wire of the 24th inst., advising the 
Department that the girls’ portion of the old school 
building, Kamloops Industrial School was completely 
destroyed by fire at one A.M. on the 24th inst., 
while the thermometer registered from twelve to fifteen 
below zero. 


Owing to the fact that telephonic communi- 
cation was destroyed, I was not advised of the fire until 
8:45 A.li., when I immediately made efforts to ascertain 
~“N the truth of the report, and finding the same to be true, 
7 I hired a car and drove over to the school to’ find out 
» exact conditions. 


\ 
n Upon my arrival at the School I found that 
« ther McGuire was in town, but I was met by the Rev. 
A xs uperior, who gave me the following information. 
‘ 


At 10:30 P.M. on the 23rd., after all had 
retirga and she and Rev. Father MeGuire, after ascertain- 
ing that all stoves in the building were safe, as far as 
they gould see, themselves retired for the night. About 
one o'clock A.M. Sister Mary Ann D'Auray, being awakened 
by the smoke, aroused the inmates of the building. The 
children were all called and dressed as quickly as possible 
in what clothes they could gather and were removed from 
the building without any mishap. They were then taken over 
to a small building used as a laundry, which was not heated 
at the time, and several of the children had only escaped 
only with very meagre clothing, and some without even 
shoes and stockings. 


In the meantime the alarm was raised and 
the City Fire Brigade volunteered to go from Kamloops to 
the School, some three miles distant, with a view to try 
and extinguish the blaze, but the fire had too much of a 
hold to do anything, and the only thing to do was to con- 
centrate on saving the new school which stands only a few 
yards distant from the one destroyed. 


Owing to the fact that the power lines were 
destroyed by the fire, the school pumping machinery, of 
course ceased operations, leaving them absolutely without 
water except what could be carried in buckets from the 
river, and in spite of the low temperature a bucket brigade 
Was organized, and with the assistance of the City Fire 
Brigade, they kept men on the roof of the new school which 
is only covered with cedar shingles, and extinguished any 
Sparks or chunks of burning timbers which might blow over

over to the new school roof and endanger that building. 
Owing to the persistent and determined efforts of these 
workers, the new school was saved, but the girls’ class 
room which stands in a separate building some twenty or 
thirty yards distant from the girls' residential quarters, 
caught fire and was completely destroyed. 


Upon my arrival, the 38 girls and four sisters 
were all herded in the small building used as a laundry, 
with no heat and only the clothes they stood in. All 
their provisions had been destroyed, and their kitchen 
utensils and dishes, together with the shipment of new 
aluminium and enamel ware, dishes and utensils for 
dining room and kitchei use, which had only arrived at 
the school the night previous and had never been unpacked. 


I immediately took steps to provide as an emer- 
gency measure four dozen knives, forks, spoons, plates, 
cups and saucers, also a few pots and pans and kettle, 
to enable them to make some hot coffee and cook themselves 
a meal when provisions had been rushed out from Kamloops. 


Later on, with the sanction of the Department, 
I purchased 75 Hudson's Bay blankets, and also sent to 
them 26 military overcoats, and 42 sweaters which we had 
on hand in the office for the relief of indigent Indians. 
These were only loaned until such time as the school has 
been re-established. I also purchased four dozen 
kitchen chairs and six Singer Sewing Machines, as the 
sisters were anxious to have these to enable them to start 
in making clothing for the girls as soon as they are able. 


Through the kindness of the Rev. Sister Superior 
of St. Ann's Academy, (Sister KM. Agatha), and owing to 
the fact that the Christmas holidays were in progress, 
20 of the girls were removed from the laundry building, 
and housed for the night of the 24th, in the Convent in 
Kamloops, thus making conditions very much easier to con- 
tend with at the school until we were able to get the 
heat in the new building and set up beds and arrange mate 
ters before the whole staff could be transferred. 


During the day of the 25th, I again transferred 
these 20 girls from the Convent to the new vuilding, and 
they are at present comfortably housed in the new building 
pending the adjustment of their immediate needs. 


Owing e relief which the Department aue 
thorized me to gi them, they are not suffering for the 
present, and are able to carry on for a short while, un- 
til I can manage to supply them with their regular cooking 
utensils and household furniture, put I most respectfully 
submit that no time be lost in having these matters 
attended to, in order that the school may proceed when 
the Christmas holidays are over, without interruption. 


On the authority of Mr. Commissioner Ditchburn, 
I also ordered four large tables to be made for the dining 
room, in order that the children might be able to be served 
with their meals, as at the present time, there is not a 
teble in the place. These tables, I expect, will be ready 
by Wednesday, the 3lst inst. 
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The Secretary. December 30, 1924. 


In my opinion, as well as in the opinion of 
Rev. Father McGuire and the Sister Superior, the fire 
must have originated from an overheated stove-pipe, which 
must have become overheated after they had retired and set 
fire to the ceiling above it. I can understand that this 
could be, as I understand there were some eleven or more 
stoves in the building to keep itheated, and the Yepartment 
will readily see that there must have been considerable 
length of stovepipe feeding these stoves. 


If anything further develops I will immediately 
communicate with you, and I trust that my actions through- 
out will meet with the approval of the Department. 


I shall do nothing further in the way of pur- 
chasing furnishings until I hear further, and I might add 
that I have wired Mr. Commissioner Ditchburn stating this, 
and suggesting that if, convenient to him, it might be 
better if he could come in and see their actual wants 
and order the same, thus avoiding duplication. 


All of which is most respectfully submitted.

With reference to your letter of December <znd. re 
account for installing new water main at the Kamloops Industrial 
School, I would state that a letter received by this Department 
from the Department of Indian Affairs at Ottawa dated August 30th. 
1924 contained instructions for this office to call for tenders 
for the construction of the sewage disposal plant, and that 
the specifications for these tenders were to include connecting 
the new school building with the present water main. These 
instructions were carried out and tenders received from two 
forms, the contract being awarded to the lower, i.e. the Kamloops 
Plumbing and Heating Company, as follows:- 


Constructing sewage disposal plant $2,976.00 
Connecting new school with present 
water main 75.00 


Total #3,051-00 


After construction had been commenced it was found 
that the xisting water main from the pump house to the old 
school, with which we intended to connect the new school 
building, was so badly rusted away that it was impossible to 
make a proper connection with it and that the whole main would 
have to be replaced in a short time. It was considered best, 
therefore, to request permission to install a complete new 
water main from the present pump house to the new school building 
instead of trying to connect with the old main. Authority 
to do so was received by wire from Ottawa. As the contract for 
constructing the sewage disposal plant and connecting the new 
school building with the old water main had already been entered 
into and work commenced, this alteration of the original plan 
had to ve regarded as extra work covered under Sections 1 and 2, 
Page 3 of the original specifications submitted in my report 
dated March 7th, 1924. 


The price ($285.00) was fixed by this office and a 
deduction of $75.00 will be made in the original contract price 
to offset the amount charged by the contractor in the original 
tender. Current prices charged for 2}" diameter W.I. galvanized 
water main and fittings were obtained both from Vancouver and 
Kamloops before the extra amount to be allowed for this work was 
decided by this office.

To your other kindnesses after the fire could you 
add the extra one of requesting Miss Smith to send a copy of 
this letter to Inspector Pragnell, Commissioner Ditchburn, 
and Dr. Scott, our Deputy Superintendent General? 


Kamloops, JVec. 29, 1924. 


Fire is a good servant, but a very bad master. 
Everyone tried to prevent him from becoming master; but at 
times he comes; he comes without warning, orders people out 
and creates confusion. People in charge of schools must 
realize this fact and realize that when it comes they must 
put up with the trouble and inconvenience. We are no better 
than others: our turn has come and we must be patient under 
the circumstances. 


The night was very cold, and the Sisters and girls 
escaped with very little clothing. Along you came with coats 
and sweaters! In the afternoon you were here to take the 
little girls to the Convent and to bring them back next day! 
In the evening there were seventy-five blankets and dishes 
and knives and forks and chairs; later sewing machines arrived 
and tables were ordered! Whenwe see all our girls playing 
and singing and neing in the new dining room without even a 
cold as an after effect, both the Indian people and ourselves 
know how to appreciate your timely action. 


We do not know what other people would expect of the 
Agent, or his staff, or the Inspector, or Commissioner, or the 
Officers of the Yepartment in such conditions, but for our- 
selves we are more than content, more than satisfied and we are 
seizing our first moment at a desk to convey to them our 
a@ssurence of our contentment and satisfaction. 


A fire is a time of confusion. Here the confusion 
is probably minimized by the fact of the Sisters and girls 
occupying the new administration building and continuing the 
school work as usual. 


There is, however, a delicate position created for 
us at School, andwe are much pleased that you saved tha 
position by a bold stroke.- The new unit is complete but not 
furnished. Generally the Department furnishes a new house. But 
it surely ill becomes me, Agent, to rush at you at this moment 
and using the fire as a lever, shout: “We must have this, we 
cannot get along without that!" This is precisely the cry of 
every agent and merchant for miles around as he flaunts his 
wares in our face and pesters us for orders. 


I would very probably be the very first to raise an 
outcry if anyone meddled in my business here at School. The 
building and furnishing of the school is not my business and I 
sedulously avoid offering any suggestions except when asked. 
Any other course just causes the Department endless trouble. 


My. Helmsing, 
Indian Agent, 
CITY. 
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Your suggestion of calling a halt to ali kinds 
of orders and requesting a visit from our Commissioner 
saves the situation beautifully! We are very thankful 
indeed to you for it. When he, or any other Officer, 
comes he will attend to his business of furnishing the 
school, or of saying what he will or will not purchase.- 
I consider this move of your excellent strategy! 


We need a great many things at School, Agent, 
either before or after a fire. But what we need parti- 
cularly just now is patience. And we intend to exercise it.

River,three miles from Kamloeps,at 1-30 ,A.M. December 
the 24th, The old Residential school was entirely de- 
streyed. 

Only the presence and work of the Kamloeps Fire 
Brigade which rushed te the Scene of the Tire, saved the 
new building that is partially erected. 

The fire which was occasioned by an overheated 
etove.The pewer wires which connected the school with 
the City of Kamloops were soon burned out,and water 
had to be carried by hand.The Indian boys were a very 
big factor in saving the new Building. 

There are enrolled in this school Seventy-five 
pupils.The fire occurred in the middle of the night 
when all the pupils would be sound asleep,it is a very 
@reat meroy that there were ne lives lost. 

This school was doing very efficient work.I hope 
some arrangement will be made at once so that the 


educational work will ve carried on.

I strongly recommend the Department to consider 
very seriously the matter of putting Eastlake 
galvanized shingles on the entire roof of the 
new school as a preventive against fire and also 
protecting the electric power lines leading to 
the water pump as the water was lost during the 
recent fire owing to the power line being burnt

I am in receipt of your letter of February 16th, heaving 
reference to extra expenditures on the Kamloops Industrial School 
sewage disposal plant, anda would state that the decision to install 
the 4" land tile at a depth of 4' instead of 1' 6" was made by 
this office after excavation of the ground had been commenced and 
the nature of the soil at various depths determined. 


A letter re my intentions in this matter and » equesting 
authority for same was forwarded on October 14th. by my head 
office at Vancouver to the Director of Water Power and Reclamation 
Services at Ottawa. The letter was duly acknowledged, authority 
from the Department of Indian Affairs for these changes, I presume, 
having been obtained. 


With reference to the charge of $160.00 for the installation 
of two concrete inspection chambers which were not inciuded in the 
original plan, these have not yet been installed, and though their 
installation is not absolutely essential, they would, in my 
opinion, greatly minimize the danger of any stoppage occurring 
in the pipes. Their construction, however. cannot be undertaken 
until the school building is further advanced. 


No requisition for authority re these inspection chambers 
has yet been made, put requisition re this matter stating the 
reasons that make their installation desirable will pe forwarded 
in the course of a few days. 


I would like to draw your attention to the fact that 
the new echool building is being constructed in three sections, 
and although only one section is completed it is already occupied. 
This necessitated the sewage disposal plant being designed, con- 
structed ana made reacay for use when the building was only one- 
third completed. Under these conaitions, minor changes may be 
necessary from time to time in order to conform with the completed 
structure. 
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& I think it would be a good thing in future if in work 
of this nature I were given authority to make such minor changes 
as might be necessary without referring the matter to Ottawa at 
the time, as it is often impossible to cease work and wait while 
this authority is being obtained, provided, of course, that these 
changes do not increase the cost of the project beyond the original 
estimate that has already been approved.

The Kamloops work has been full of difficulties, 
The weather was so exceptionally severe, being, according to all 
local reports, one of the worst winters known since settlement 
begun in the district, and had it not been for the fire we would 
have closed th wo ¥ iown until later, /@ feel sure you will 
understand we hav ie a heavy contribution by keeping the vbuild- 
ing Operations going continuously, 


With regard to the base uestion, we submit the

With regard to the wood shingles, we note the refer- 
ence in your letter is to "Perfection" shingles. If the 
reference in specification had been in like manner, we would 
have concluded when tendering on the work that something more 
than quality was denoted. It is quite true, as you suggest, 
that we were not acquainted with the term, and we regret very 
much that our introduction to it, through the way it has been 
set forth in your specification, has cost us $175.00, and as 
your building has received the benefit of this $175.00, we 
trust that you will be able to remember this in our favour at 
some future time. 


Regarding the remarks about septic tank in our letter 
of the 26th ultimo, we note with pleasure that Mr. Macauley 
had nothing whatever to do with the awarding of the contract 
for this piece of work, 


With reference to ambiguity in plans and specifications, 

we trust you will agree with us that this is a very difficult 
and often delicate situation to handle, hey crop up on almost 
every $ob. Some architects and engineers expect them, and bein 

prepared to meet them in a fair way, look with disfavour on a 
contractor who raises them i after receiving the con- 
tract. Our experience along this line had led us to meet matters 
of this kind as we come to them, especially where we think we are 
in fair hands. That is how we regard the work for your Department, 
and up to now feel that the experience has justified such an 
appraisal of it, and we trust the pleasant relations thus estab- 
lished will continue.

on the Kamloops school site. With regard to this I might state 
that the buildings to which theRev. Father secae are very badly 
in need of paint and I would strongly recommen@ that favourable 
consideration be given to this request. 


With reference to the second paragraph of the Rev. Father's 
letter, I might state that I am as yet without the itemized state- 
ient of the goods ana tools required. 


Regarding the third paragraph of the letter in which the Rev. 
Father requests information stating to what extent the Department 
would assist him in the purchase of a motor truck, I might state 
there is reasonablness in Rev. Father's suggestion, owing to the 
fact that he has to take a team off the land and also utilize the 
services of two or more of the larger boys in the hauling of freight, 
etc.e, between town and the school. Whether or not the Department 
would consider assisting the Rev. Father in this matter, I cannot 
say, but leave the question entirely in the hands of the Department, 
and would ask you to advise me as to what decision youarrive at. 

I might state that the Rev. Father has expressed his willingness to 
pay the balance of the purchase price on the motor truck if the 
Department would assist him to the extent of $700 or $800.00

AUTBODUCT LON 

The Kamloops Industrial School, situated 
on the Kamloops Indian Reserve, on the north bank 
of the South Thompson River, at @ distance of three 
miles from the City of Kamloops, is at the present 
time in the course of construction. It is 3 brick 
building 57 feet in height and when finished will 
cover an area of 320 feet by 90 feet. It is being 
constructed in three units as follows: 

1. centre portion, 

left wing, 

3. right wing. 

Both the centre portion and leit wing 
are practically completed, but there yet remains 
the right wing to be constructed. When finished 
this building will be capable of accommodating 
250 persons. 

WATER BEGUIBEMENTS BOR DOMBSTIC PURPOSES 

The maximum daily water requirements for 
domestic purposes in this institution, assuming 250 
persons resident in the building, will amount to 40 
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40 U. S. gallons per capita, or 4 total of 
10,000 U. S. gallons per day. 
WATER Ri QUIRSMENTS YOR FIRE Pi OTECTI Of PURPOSES 

The building, as stated above, is 57 
feet in height and #ill cover an area of 26,800 
square feet. It will have a value when finished, 
ineluding fittings, of over $200,000 and should 
therefore be supplied with sufficient water to 
afford protection in the event of fire. The min- 
imum @mount of water necessary to afford proper 
protection to a building of this kind is 500 U. &. 
@+pem (ice., 2 standard fire streams of 240 ul. S. 
G@-pem. each, playing simultaneously). This amount 
should be available for a considerable period in 
.order that a possible outbreak of fire, no matter 
how severe, may be subdued. 

The only possible source of water supply 
for the Kamloops Industrial School is the South 
Thompson River, and this river being at a lower 
elevation than the ground on which the school is 
constructed, no water for either domestic or fire 
protection purposes can be Obtained except by pump- 
ing. 

PRESENT WATER SUPPLY 

Water is obtained from the South Thompson 
River by means of 14x 5 reciprocating pump, belt- 
connected to a 2 H.P. 220 volt induction motor. 
This pump has a capacity of <v U. S. G+Peme and 
supplies water to a steel tank having 4 storage 
capacity of 1200 LU. & gallons. This storage tank 
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is what is mown as @ pneumatic storage tank, 
water being mintained in it under an air 
pressure of from 45 to 60 pounds per square 
inch. Wo water supply other than the above 
ia at present available for the new school 
building. 

BMMARSS Rb PRESENT WATE BUPELY 

The present water Supply was designed 

for domestic use in the old school building, 
which building was recently destroyed by fire, 
and it is in no way adeyuate to provide water 
for either fire protection or domestic purposes 
in the new institution. It is far too small 
and not capable of satisfactory enlargement 
for the following reasons: 

(1) The storage capacity of the present 
tank (1200 UL. 8. gallons) is too small to supply 
the new building, and additional tanks would have 
to be provided. These extra tanks, which are 
expensive, would only be of use in the event of 
fire. 

(2) The existing pump house is too small to 
house the present pumping equipment together with 
additional storage tans. 

(3) The present pump, with capacity of <u U. 
S. @+Peme, WOuld have to be replaced with a larger 
pump, capacity OU U. S. gepem 

(4) A fire pump, capacity 500 U. 8. gepem., 
would have to be provided and pump house constructed 
to house sane. 

(5) With @ pneumatic storage system it is not 
possible to install one pump with large capacity 


(i-e., 500 U.S. gpm.) for use in the event of 


fire, and 
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fire, and arrange same so that it would also 
deliver water economically to comparatively small 
capacity pneumtic tanks operating under low 
pressure. 

(6) A large pump suitable for fire protection, 
operating on a voltage of <2vU volts, cannot easily 
be arranged to commence and cease operation automat- 
ically as in the present system where the voltage 
is 220 volts, and it would therefore reyuire to be 
started by hand several times a day in order to 
replenish the 1200 gallon tank, unless additional 
tanks are provided. (The average daily consumption 
of water in the institution being approximately 
10,000 U. S. gallons). 

(7) The cost of remodelling the present system 
so that it would be suitable for both domestic and 
fire protection purposes would be so great that for 
practically the same amount @ complete new water 
system of difierent type and more suitable for 
general use by the »bove inetitution can be construct- 


ed as outlined below. 


Water to be obtained from the South 


Thompson River by means of a centrifugal pump 
direet connected to a 60 H.P. 2200 volt A. C. 
induction motor, situated in a concrete pump house 
on the north bank of the South Thompson River 
immediately behind the new school building. (See 
accompanying plan No. 1) This pump will have a 
capacity of 500 U. S. g-pem. and will supply water 


to a concrete reservoir of 10,000 U. S&S. gallons 
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Capacity to be constructed on the high ground 
situated behind the school, 

The reservoir will be for domestic 
purposes and for immediate use in the event of 
fire, until such time as the pump my be placed 
in operation. After this has been accomplished, 
the reservoir may, by means of valves, be cut 
out of the system and the pump used to supply 
water at high pressure to four hydrants situated 
near to and outside the new school building. 
(See accompanying plan No. 1) By this method 
water will be available for domestic use at a 
pressure of 40 pounds per syuare inch and for 
fire protection purposes at 2 pressure of 75 
pounds per syvare inch, both pressures being 
Suitable for the purpose for which they are 
reyuired,. 

DATALLED LeSCRIPTLON 
Machinery 

Water will be obtained from the South 
Thompson River by means of a centrifugal pump 
having a oapacity of 500 U. S. g.p.m. and 
capable of delivering this amount against a 
pressure of 100 pounds per syuare inch at the 
discharge (with no suction lift), direct connect- 
ed to one 60 H.P., 2200 volt, 4 phase, 60 cycle, 
induction motor, equipped with starting compen- 
sator, overload and no voltage release. 

Pump House 

Both pump and motor will be sitiwated in 
@ conmorete pump house to be installed on the north 
bank of the South Thompson River immed iately 


behind the new school building. This pump house 


will be 11'6" x 1l'o"® in size and will be connect- 


ed with the river by means of an intake pipe.

The above pump will supply water against 
a total head, including friction head, of 2l2 feet 
to a concrete reservoir 25" x lu' x 11' having @ 
storage capacity of 16,000 galions, by means of an

8" diameter wood stave pipe line, 1750 
feet in length. (See accompanying plan No. 1) 

This pipe line will serve as both intake 
to and outlet from the reservoir and 6* diameter 
wood stave pipe will be installed from the pump 


house to the sclool buildings to connect with the 


proposed fire hydrants and inside piping for 


domestic supply.

Will you Kindly note the estimated length of time in 
whiégh we could complete contract and the most of the 
reduction offered from our tender, was pased on being 
able to work continuously through the winter without 
serious climatic hindrances. 


Unfortunately last winter Kamloops was visited 
by the most severe weather and continued cold on record. 
So much 80, that our work might have been carried out 
on the prairies where continued low temperature is to 
be expectei. 


We had under consideration the question of closing 
down the work owing to the severe weather, put cancelled 
these when we were aware of the situation prought about 
by the fire in December last. We felt there was an 
urgent need for the building and in the hope that the 
weather at that t ime would prove to be only of temporary 
severity, we adoptei the policy of continuous operation. 
We have spent an additional $6500.00 in wages and other 
expenses, to offset the winter weather and suggest that 
the Department bear $4000.00 or two thirds of the loss.

Sir,— 


I have the honour to suomit that«on the 14th 
inst., I visited the Kamloops Residential School, for the purpose of 
visiting the class rooms while classes were in session. The class 
rooms are very comfortable, well lighted and well ventilated, and 


the teachers and pupils alike appear to be very comfortable and 
happy in their new quarters. 


there are, however, one or two recommendations 
which I would like to submit, and to which I would ask the Yepartment 
to give favourable consideration, and if possible, grant same. 


During the course of my visit to the Senior 
Girls, the Sister in charge of the class, Sister M. Armella, had the 
girls sing, and I must admit that the performance of the children 
would do credit to an advanced white school. Sister M. Armella appears 
to be very competent, not only in instructional ability, but also in 
singing. {he same applies to the boys who have Mr. Pollock as 
teacher. Both Mr. Pollock anda Sister M. Armella are musically inclined, 
and I regret to state that neither the boys' side nor the girls' side 
has a misical instrument of any kind to assist, either in the musicel 
tuition, or in the conduct of church services. 


Upon taking the matter up with the Kev. Father 
ana teachers interested, l ascertained that for the giris' side, a piano 
would be preferable, and for the boys' side a small reed organ, and I 
most respectfully submit that the Department supply the Kamloops Kesi- 
dential School with the above mentioned instruments. I am of the 
ovinion that, if I am authorized to make purchase of these articles, 
that a very good second hand piano and organ can be purchased at the 
Heintzman Agency at Kamloops, for a reasonable figure. I am sure 
the Department will agree with me that it is essential that they, at 
least, should have one musical instrument on each side of the school, 
and I therefore ask favourable consideration of this request. 


Another matter which attracted me was the fact 
that the teachers have no desks in the class rooms, for theuselves, and 
no shelves on which to keep their class-room books. ‘The only desks 
they have are improvised ones, made by the boys themselves, ana which 
are very inefficient. he class-room books are all stored in a corner 
of the class room in a pile made on the floor. I most respectfully 
submit that £ be authorized to supply a teacher's desk in each class 
room, of which, at present, there are four, and also a small shelf 
or case in each room for the teacher's use. j

As information contained in my letter of the llth 
inet. this Building was taken over on the 10th as authorized 
by your Telegram of the 9th inst. 

The BSlectric light fixtures are not fixed, an 
exception was allowed in respect of this item as the delay 
was not due to Contractor. 

mr. 2. Claydon has been here during the major portion 
of this month,the Building has, with this exception and a short 
period let the commencement of the work, been run by a voreman 
Mr. Jaunings. 

Mr. Claydon compiled a list of Extras and general 
claims against the Building which he submitted to me for 
approval. 

These claims appear to me to be extremely extravagant 
and utterly unreasonable. 

In discussing this matter Mr.Claydon lays particular 
stress on the fact that the #ixm did not visit the site before 
tendering and consequently could not be expected to know the 
actual condition; this fact should be clearly noted as it has a 
considerable bearing on certain items. 

I have explained to Mr. Claydon that I consider his 


claim extravagant and his attitude unreasonable and in view 
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of these facts nothing remained but to submit the whole 
question to the Department. 

Consequently I forward herewith (a) copies in 
auplicate, of the claims in question with certain Deductions. 
(ob) A list of Deductions prepared by me together with a 
criticism and explanation of each particular elaim or deduction. 

I would point out that in every Building the best 
results are obtained by a "Give and Take" policy, also that in the 
best and true interests of the Job, Minor changes or alterations 
have to be made on the spot and without the least delay. 

During the progress ef this Building it has on many 
occasions been necessary to make prompt decisions under the 
following headings:- 

(a) What was required in accordance with the true intent 
and meaning of the Plans and specifications. 

(bd) Alterations or additions which were materially 
favorable to the best interests of the Building. 

(a) Alterations or additions which were more or less 
4nsisted upon by The Rev. Principal Father MoGuire or the 
Sister Superior. 

Under these headings decisions have oft times been 
aifficult, in some eases embarrass ing; under heading (a) I have 
given decis fons which I considered reasonable and insisted upon 
being carried out with the proviso that the Department would 
either confirm or correct same in the final adjustment of 
accounts. 

(bo) Under this heading alterations or additions have 
heen made involving extra cost, always however with due regard 
to the cost incurred being covered by & Deduction. 

(coc) On mmy occasions both the Rev Father MacGuire 
and the Sister Superior have been most insistent on certain 
changes or additions, where ae these weet fe have been 


granted in other cases refused. 


Deduct ions--- With this uiieaaaen I Mid, proceed ale the 
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Statement of Deductionswhich oan reasonably bs made from this 
Contract. 

L Items 1 and 2. The Main South West wall, although shown 
on the Drawings for Girls Wing , was partly puilt under the 
Contract for the Centre port ion; it 4g absurd to suppose that 
the Department should pay for this walling twice, mder the 
Contract for the gentre portion and again under the Contract 
for the Girls Wing. Messrs Claydon Company have ola imed 

(Item 15) for increasing the thickness of this wall 4” but 
make absolutely n° Deduction for the walling puilt; it is 
obvious that their contention that they were unacquadnted with 
the Site and existing Build ing applies with equal force to this 
walling as to the nature of the excavat ion. 

I may point out that this 4tem clearly demonstrates the 
peculiar view entertained by Mr. Claydon with regard to Extras 
and Deductions. 

v Item 3. ‘This aeduction is fair and reasonable and arises 
from the fact that Contractors absolutely refwed to use 
Cement mortar 48 specified. I reported on this matter to the 
Department when the brick work was commenced. lr Claydon 
insisted that Lime mortar, with @ portion of Cement added, was 
good enough and nad been accepted on the other two schools 
puilt by them. 

In any case the cost of lime mortar is less than cement 
mortar, and the cost of laying (disregarding other aifficulties) 
priaks or tile in cement mortar ig undoubtedly worth $3.00 per 
M. more than in Lime mortar, and the Department carmmot be expected 
to pay for what it does not receive. 

Item _4- The Contractors insisted upon laying & fir floor 

7 in the Recreation Rooms instead of Maple, raising & quibble over 
the interpretation of Paragraph No. 22. Granted that this clause 
is contradictory and leaves & doubt as to what is required, & 


reference to Drawing (sheet No.3) clearly shows that Hardwood 


—— 
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floors are intended. 


Item 5 That portion of the Corridor, running North and 
South, I changed to a fir floor. ‘This enables us to get at the 
heart of the Plumbing System without taking up the floor, a trap 
door having been arranged here; 4n addition to thie the ground 
was "made up” consequently cracks would have been probable. 
further this mastic could be used to much better advantage 48 
will be showm latere 

The Contractors according to their own figures se6 “?rades 
Summary" 281 1lowed $524.00 for complete Mastic floors. 

One man only came from Winnipeg to lay this floor consequently 
$124.00 very easily covers the cost of transportation of mm and 
materials. ‘There is actually 100 ling. ft of Corridor consequently 
after deducting $124.00 for expenses leaves the cost of this 
mastic floor, ineluding cove treatment at wall, at $4.00 
per lin. ft of Corridor. 30 Lin. ft of Corridor was cut out 
which accounts for thie deduction of $12@,00 

Item 6. Owing to the change under Item No. 5 the concrete 
gud floor was unnecessary hence this deduction. 

Item_7- The halts specified 5/8" x 16" for roof plates 
at 5 ft centres were useless for tile work, they formed no 
anchorage end this roof is exposed to extremely violent winds, 
further owing to the windows they could not be put in at 5"-0" 
gentres. To gain the necessary anchorage I cancelled these holte 
and ordered No 50 polts 2" x 3* 0" and had these puilt in where 
they would be effectivee 

The contractors oharge for these &" polts put make no 
deduction for the 79 bolts specified, hence my deduction under 
this item. 

Item 8. This weeping tile was quite unnecessary ow ing 
to the fact that the ground, peing either coarse or fine gravel 
will not hold water at any time or under any conditions. 


Item 9. This item covers the substitution of concrete 


— a 
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for the granite plinth at the North Sast corner of Laundry. 
It was at an altogether different level to the major portion 
and the appearance more or less negligates. 

Item 10. This deduction covers the change of roof? 
treatment authorized by the Department and is not nearly as 
much as I anticipated, at least $100.00 was reasonable tut 
could not be obtained, 

Item 11 These breaks were taken over from the centre 
portion one thousand remain for buttresses to chapel. 

Item 12. The doors at the bottom of steps to Laundry, 
in the North wall, were not required by the Sister Superior 
consequently were not fixed,but stored with the storm sagh. 
These remarks explain the deductions. ‘The Extras are treated 
Separately as follows:- 

EXTRAS Item 1 This item is incorreétly stated,at no 
part of the Building has the excavation been carried below the 
levels or grades shown on Drawings, excepting only where a 
change of level was required in footings as at the junction 
of Laundry walls with Main Building. 

In these cases owing to the sliding tendency of the 
foundation it was obviously necessary to come dow in steps 
instead of abruptly as shown on Vrawings. 

This is probably what the Contractor refers to and is 
admitted as reasonable, 

Item 2. This item cannot be approved by me, it 
is true that the excavation was treacherous and the sliding 


tendency abnormal, at the same time the Contractors omitted 


the usual and necessary precautions to hold the sides in place; 
a 


no » except of a very primitive character, was done, 
and the sliding tendency in no way checked, 

I pointed out to Mr. Jennings the Joreman in charge 
the absence of the usual precautionary measures but he replied 
that it was cheaper to take it out and afterwards {ill in, 


as it was all scraper work. 
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Generally no excavation could have been easier except 
for the sliding tendenay complained of, 

Item 3. This item may be regarded as the result of 
Item 2. The natural foundation to these walls running North 
and South (The Building faces South) had been destroyed and 
it was absolutely impossible to allow the footings for these 
walls to be placed in "made up" ground. Consequently I 
insisted upon these walls being carried dow to a good bearing 
and then stepped back to the level show on Drawings. 

The specification is quite clear on this point (see 
paragraph (1) page 12 S pecification) I do not therefere seo 
any justification for this claim. 

I readily admit that some arrangement or allowances was 
necessary to offset stepping these concrete walls from the 
lower to the higher levels and this was done at the time by 
allowing the Contractor to use for all conorete a mixture of 
one part cememt to five parts gravel,instead of the four parts 
gravel specified. 

The. concrete specified is exceedingly rich, for this 
clase of work, one Part cememt to six parts of gravel is 
adequate as the foundation will not stand a pressure of much 
more than 1$ tons per sup ft. 

The Contractor evidently claims the above concession 
as a right and not as the guad pro gue intended, 

Item 4. This item constitutes nothing more or less thm 
a quibble, and was reported to the Department at the time, in 
my usual report. 

The footings referred to are under the internal walls 
forming the Corridor etc. and are clearly shown under the wood 
partition forming the Corridor. They are not only drawn but 
figured at 3' O” x 11-6" please see Sheet Ho 2. Left side 
elevation. 

Paragraph 7 Page 15 calls for footings 18" wider than walls 
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unless otherwise shown on Section Brawings. 

I insisted upon these Footings being put in 3'-0" x 1*-6" 
The drawings called for it and the nature of the foundation demamded 
it. The contractors claim is to say the least utterly absurd. 

Item 5. This wall is a continuation of the North West 
wall of Bntramce Lobby (on the North Zlevation ) to Laundry. 

The natural grades falling North and Zast were more suitable 

for Father MoGuire's requiremants than the arrangement shown on 
Drawing No. 2. Rear Elevation, He desired a cart road between 
the Laundry and Refrigator Plant leading to the kitchen door and 
this object could be secured very easily by the wall in question, 

I authorized this wall owing to the necessity of a prompt 
decision and the fact that there was sufficient money from 
deductions to defray the cost of same. 

Item 6. Here we get a change of grade of approx. 12'-0" 
we also have, inclining Hast, towards the River, alterante layers 
of coarse and fine gravel approx 4 feet thick each. Immediately 
it ig disturbed this fine gravel, varying from a coarse sand to 
a fine pea gravel, runs almost like the shifting sands found in 
many partds of Ontario. 

When the excavation for the retaining wall show on 
Drawings was commenced it was obvious that there was a very real 
danger of this 3ank moving and thus atausing 4 severe settlement 
of the Southern part of the Zast = levation, from the Laundry to 
the S. Bast Corner, 

I any aleso add that practically all the excavated material 
from the whole Building was dumped in a line parallel with the East 
wall of Building and before this was moved it was essential to 
get in this retaining walle 

After a careful examination of the Extras authorized ani 
the estimated deductionsI found that there were sufficient funds 
to extend this retaining wall and sonsequently gave instructions 


for it to be built. 


The fact that this retaining wall @howne a settlement 
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erack from top to bottom clearly showfis the absolute necessity 
of protecting the South Zast wall of Building. 

Item 7 and 8. These items were necessary owing to the 
change of grade required to meet Rev. Father MoGuire's re- 
quirements on the North side of Building. 

Item 9. No provision was included in the Contract 
for the disposal of Water from Laundry. The difference in 
Laundry floor level made it impossible to convey this drainage 
to the South. The only practical way of disposing of this 


drainage was to convey it Hastwards towards the River into 4 


ofa 
Sack Away Pit. I consulted the Local Mmgineer of the Water and 


Power Branch who advised me to put in this Pit and necessary 
tile drain before the grading was completed, as in no way coulda 
it be imeluded in the general system of drainage to the 

septic tank. This item therefore really comes under the 
heading of Sewers and Drainage rather than the Building 
Contract. 

Item 10, This item is unreasonable, the grade is 
clearly denoted on Drawing 2 Rear Wlevation.#urther this grade 
has been maintained 12" above the level shown on “rawing. 

As before mentioned practically 411 the excavated material 
was dumped parallel with the Zast Wall of Building and the 
Contractors claim showms a tendency to claim for moving this 
material which sould have been distributed at the time of 
the excavation. 

Whilst the excavation was in progress I drew attention 
to the Foreman Mr. Jennings to this fact, he however contended 
that it wae cheaper to do it that way as he thereby secured 
a good bank from which he could handle his Building operations 

to better advantage. 

Item 11. This was authorized by me at the urgent 
request of the Sister Superior who was very anxious to utilize 


this awea ap a play ground for the Girls. 
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Item 12. This item belongs to the Centre Portion of the 
Build ing and was necessitated by the omission to provide 
drainage from the flat roof. ‘This item has been fully reported 
to the Department. 

I may add that two additional sump holes are 
required one for the Sever Room Roof the other is, desired 
by Rev. Father MoGuire to take care of the Drainage from the 
Bairy and Vegetable room. 

This item does not constitute a change against 
this Contract. 

Item 13. This item has been fully reported to the 
Department and does not oconstitue a change against this 
Contract. 

Item 14. I authorized this item owing to the nature 
of the foundation, 

Item 15. This item refers to the West wall ad joining 
Centre portion. The Contractor increased the thickness of 
& portion of this wall to conférm with the existing work. 

In connection with this claim Item Nos. 1 and 2 
of List of Deductions must be considered. 

Item 16. This item was authorized by me. 

Item 17. This item was authorized by me, the 2" x 10" 
Joist at 12" centres for an 18 ft Span were not adequate, 
excessive deflections or spring wae particularly noticeable; 
88 no alteration to the ceiling level was possible the joists 


in question were trdssed, the result being quite satisfactory. 


Item 27. This item is in no way correct, I was asked 
about these doors by Mf. Jennings at the beginning of March 
and informed him that I expected them to conférm with the 
Corridor doors of the Centre portion, as such was intended 
by the Drawings and specifications. 

A letter was fa@warded to the subContractors 


by Mr. Jennings on Mareh Sth the doors did not arrive here 
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Item. 18. I insisted upon the rough floor in Attic being 
agrried through to walling all round the Building. ‘Jith the 
“‘aosence of through cross walls and the change of direotion of 
joists at the N. Hast comer it was essential as a tie between 
the external walls. The Contractor claims that Drawings show this 
rough floor only between the partitions, in other words, only 
under finished flooring. 

The price charged is excessive.fhe prevailing rate of 
shiplap floor locally layed does not exceed $45.00 per Me 

Item, 1 Authorized by me. As explained in my reports the 
Heating Main from the Boiler had to pass through these Transoms 
necessitating a change. 

Item 20. Authorized by me. Please see Deduction lo. 6. and 
explanation thereof, 

Item 21. Authorized by me. The cost being covered by 
Deductions. No ventilation was provided to either of the Dormitory 
floors, The Sisters strongly objected to this omission. A number 
of these Ventilators Mere also rem ired under roofing at faves as 
per the change of treatment adopted by Department. 

Item 22. Authorized by me. In this climate of dry hot weather 
two layers of papervare essential and are included in even small 
cottages. 

Item _ 23. Authorized by me. The position of the radiators 
shown on Attic Dormitory floor was very strongly apposed by the 
Sisters, their contention being that such an arrangement left no 
place for the Beds etc. consequently the Radiators were placed under 


the windows necessitating opening being left at side for access to 


piping. 


Item 24. Authorized by me. The Sister Superior insisted upon 


additional windows in the North Wall of Laundry. I compromised by 
having two lights put in the West wall near Stairway. 

Item 26, The Contractor claime that these are not covered by 
the specification, My contention is that uniess they open th are 
useless, and that the same might reasonably be inferred, 


Item 26. It is umreasonable to suppose that this Burlap Rail 


is not ealled for under the trus intent and meaning of the Plans 
and specification. It is clearly covered by Par. 5 Page 4 
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until May 25th., nearly 3 months. In any case pract ioally 
the lighting of the Corridors depends on these glass panels. 

L may add that until the question was raéised by 
Mr. Jennings I had not even entertained the idea of the upper 
panel being wood. 

Item 28. This item was insisted upon by the Sister 
Superior offer a request by Rev. vather MeGuire. It was 
authorized by mé. 

The charge made for this work is unreasonable and 
cannot be approved by me. It is admitted that the ordinary 
shelving was fixed on one wall only, before this work was 
ordered. 

An interesting comparison may be drawn between this 
charge and the tender of Mr. Davis for exactly the same 
amount and description of these so called lockers on the Girls 
Locker Room on Basement #1loor. You will note that Mr. Davis 
undertakes to duplicate this work for $90.00. 

Item 29. This work was authorized by me. ‘The baluster 
treatment was objectionable to the Sisters. The ceiling of 
V joint I regard as merely 4 necessary finish. 

Item 30. This item was authorized by me. It was found 
necessary to steady the roof of the Hast portion of Dormitory 
at two places (a) at the big opening containing three windows 
and door in West wall (b) at the point of intersection of 
Jable and South Hast Walle 

Purther the door (fire escape) did not work out as 
shown on Drawings, there was insufficient head roome 

Phe stiffening of root at intersection of Gable was 
made without extra aost by moving the Staff Duty Room into this 
Gabble. 


Item 31, ‘This was authorized by me and necessary to keep 


areaplear of water from Main Roof. 


Item 32. The Contractor claim and I agree therewith that 


there was not sufficient height for the Boiler, a Pit was 
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» necessary and it was essential for the footings of the Main West 
Wall to be safeguarded. 

Item 33. Authorized by me. The Sister Superior insisted 
upon this change to obviate workers standing in their own Light. 
The change is a big improvement. 

Item 34. This item was a point of contention and was the 
last work completed. 

Undoubtedly the shingle roof was a mistake and Mr. 
Jennings the oreman offered to put on a Mastic roof at 40 cents 
per foot. He withdrew this proposition and 318,00 was quoted for 
tar and gravel ($15.00 per square is a reasonable price) Near 
completion of these roofs Mr. Claydon discovered that a mistake 
had been made and charged $40.91. 

Item 35. I wrote to the Department about these ventilation 
shafts but received no reply. These shafts are shown in Basement 
Ground and #irst floor (tetween Girls Dormitorys( but do not appear 
in the second floor (om attic Plan) 

The Contractor claims for carrying these through to 
Roof space also lining same from the Basement up to Second Floor. 

I gontend that the lining be regarded as reasonably 
intended, a space between studs cannot be regarded as a flue, 
sonsequently whilst I disagree with any charge being made for 
lining the flues I think some allowance should be made for carrying 
flues from the attic floor to Roof. 

Item 36, {his was authorized by me in accordance with 

Rev father MoGuire's insistent Aemand for such arrangement as would 
allow all Bath water and water from Wash Table being run on to the 
land instéad of into the septic tank. 

Item 37. This was authorized by me. ‘The Laundry could 
not be heated as shown on Drawings owing to the return being too low 
eonsequently I omered this particular return pipe to be drained into 
the gulley under Laundry Machinery. 


Item 38- This was authorized by me. The stair (Metal) 


treads only allowed for 1/Znof cement, this is I think insufficient 
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ana Mr. Jennings the Contractors “oreman informed me that the 


t the Cardstone School were badly cracked before 


they left the Job. 


With the deduction of $120,00 from the Corridor 


I acepeted Mr. Jemings quotation of 964,00 for Mastic in liew of 


Cement. 
Item 39- Authorized by me. Obscured glass requested 
by the Sister Superior.

August 1925 stated our general 
attitude. je cannot believe that any one of the deductions 
made as shown b~ Mr, MacKanzie's letter of lith. August 1925, 
have been duly considered by the Department. 


Qur letter of 23rd. duly 1925, coverei the facts of 
our case. de offer additional comment dealing with the items 
as they appear in ir, MacKenzie's letter already referred to. 


Item No.2. § 454490¢ 

Cur statement in letter of 23/7/25 is 
correct. The Department's letter reports the Inspector as 
warning our foreman about the way he was handling the earth. 
He did not warn our man. The two of them discussed the problem 
and Mir, Macaulay mentioned sheet piling, and our man pointed out 
that this method of handling it as unsuited to the case, and 
would likely have cost more in the event of its being used, 
Mr. Macaulay admitted this, and professei a sympathetic attitud: 
toward our receiving compensation for the expense we were put 
to irrespective of how it was handled, fhe same ground was 
covered later with our Mr, Zrnest Slaydon, and lr. Macaulay then 
seid that while he could™suarantee payment, he would, in view of 
the circumstances and the nature of the soil, recommend that 
we receive payment for the work done, 
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Letter To Duncan CO. Scott, Esa., SHEET No. 2. Date 27/1/26. 


Item No. 5. $2 
Inspector's statement on this point 

is absolutely false. No sueh agreement or arrangement 
Was even sugrested. The conerete was de as specified, 
and these additional footings end greater depth of wall work 
were put in solely for the reason given in our letter of 25/7/25., 
vize, to make a proper footing where the earth had fallen away 
from the levels where the plans showed the work in cuestion to 
be place’. Further Mr. Macaulay definitely promised that 
this would be paid for before it was ever started, 
Itom Nosed, $206.25. 

The facts are as stated in our previous 
letter ( 23/7/25 ). It is not fair to claim this item 
as covered by specifications. 4n unbiassed perusal of our 
letter just referred to, and the drawings, will surely 
substéentiate our claim. 


There are ftrther deductions of items not covered 
by our statement, but which are liste. in Mr. MaecXenzie's 
letter under numbers one to six. 


hose 1& 2, re vest Vall, 

These refer to the corner of the 
existing West wall of the centre unit, but the deduction is 
made without justification of any kind. 

The new building was to goin up to the existing work, and the 
plan showed the line of the building already there. * It is 
Obvious that the end wall wes built with the first unit, 

and we naturally figured to join up to it. The absurdity 

of such a deiuction is immediately apparent, as, to support it, 
it would be necessary to imagine the first unit built without 
an end wall, and standing waiting for our section to be built 
on to it. 

The question of such a deduction was never raised 
by Mr, Macaulay to any member of our organisation, and we 
cannot express ourselves strongly enough on the injustice of 
deducting money from us for work which we knew to exist, end 
which in no way entered into our contract. 


Lo. #- Deduction for lime, £870.00. 

The mortar was not changed 
to straight lime mortar, but owing to the cold weather our 
bricklayer put in more lime than called for, as it is well 
known thet mortar with a heavy lime content is necessary for 
successful winter work. The fact remains that the cement 
content was not impaired, and this deduction is as unjust as 
the former one,

Nos. 4 & 5, re Mastic. 

These two items are the result of a change 
in the mastic flooring in the basement corridor leading to the 
senior girls recreation room. This was done in order to 
give Mr. Macaulay mastic stair treads,andi a *sood floor ir this 
end part of the corridor was put down to help offset the 
additional cost of stair tread work. Cur superintendent 
made an estimate with the mastic worker, and it was agreed that 
in view of the extra wood floor we would have to put in and the 
much more expensive labour on mastic stair treads as against plain 
flcor work, the whole question would make an additional cost 
of $64.00. Mr. Macaulay agreed to pay this, but at the 
finish of the job insisted on a credit for the work omitted. 
This credit had all been allowed for in eood faith when we gave 
the addition of $64.00., but in an attempt to satisfy him, 
we made a further adjustment which appears in our statement of 
credits, vize, $22.70. 
4s things stand now the charges against us are this $22.70. 
plus your deductions nos. 4 & 5, of $120.00. & 38,23, meking 
in all a deiuction of $161.05 against which we are paid $64.00. 
for doing a more expensive piece of ork than the contract calls 
for. This we are being forced to forfeit abont $120.00. 
for doing more than specified as well as having against us an 
unsatisfied account for a further $100.00. from the Mastic 
people, which they are clairing as the additional labour cost 
of the work they did. 


Item 6 19.75 

Mr. Macaulay asked us to supply additional 
larger bolts to hold down roof timbers in place of those called 
for in contract. This was done, and he agreed to pay for them. 
The point about credit for bolts we had brought to the job was 
raised, but lir, liacaulay was told that they were no use to us, 
and if he wanted them on the building we would leave them, 
ve could not give credit as the bolts were worth ho more to us 
than freight to Winnipeg. He appeared to be satisfied with 
this, and no more was said about it until time of settlement, 


when he again raise* the point. He was givmtho same explanation 


as before, and again accepted if and Mr. Ernest Olaydon again 
offered to leeve them to Macaulays order. ir. Macaulays answer 
was that he supposed it was alright, ord the matter was regarded 
as disposed of,

With further reference to our recent communications, 
we are now in a position to review the whole circumstances 
of this building, as Mr. B, Slaydon, dr., has returned from 
Kamloops bringing the details of the settlement with lr. 
Macauley. 


As already mentioned, Mr, Macauley took the stand 
that a ninety per cent certificate was final so far as he 
was concerned and that the Department would automatically 
dispose of the balance of the account on receipt of his 
report that the building had been taken over. This we 
regard as most unusual and unsatisfactory, as we were, 
on finishing, entitled to receive from Mr. Macauley, a 
certificate of final completion. 


When the whole of the work had been finally gone 
over and brought to the point of satisfactory completion, 
Mr, Macauley qualified his acceptance of the building by 
saying that he could only report on it and leave the 
acceptance to the Department. He has several times 
expressed his satisfaction with everything in the building. 
®his has been done to our superintendent and to Mr. B, 
Claydon, Jr. separately, and to both of them in the presence 
of Father Maguire, the Principal. In addition to expressing 
satisfaction, Mr, Macauley has gone so far as to say, that 
it had been a pleasure to work with us on a job which had 
been handled so well.

& We now come to our account for additional items. Mr. 
Macauley maintained he had no authority to make settlement on 
these although he acknowledged having given orders for the 
work covered by most of our accounts. There are others 
which arose as a result of differences between plans and 
existing conditions at the site, and still others which are 
a@ matter of interpretation of specifications which are left 
for the Department to give a ruling on. We propose to deal 
with the account in the same order as the items appear and 
in explanation of the way the charges are made up, we have 
charged on time and material basis, plus commission for such 
items as could be kept distinct from contract work and where 
additions were carried out along with contract work with which 
they were incorporated, we have charged for them at rates equal 
to similar work in the contract. Items which are noted below 
as being agreed to, are those which Mr, Macauley initialled as 
being in order on a copy of the account returned to us. 


Item #1. This item together with #2 and #11, are 
classed by Mr. Macauley as being covered by the clause in 
specifications calling for an examination of site. We submit 
that any inspection of a site will not give details of earth 
levels. No contractor can be held to make a survey and stake 
levels on any site for the purpose of submitting an estimate. 
He can only figure to levels. shown on plans and is not respomsible 
for setting levels. Where there is any difference between finished 
grade and original grade of site, it is a recognized practice that 
both levels shall be shown on plans. This particular site was of 
a sloping nature with a high side wheres the deepest excavation came, 
the nett result of which made an average excess of three feet to 
be excavated from tho rear portion of the building over the finished 
grade lines shown on plan. We were able to join up to the centre 
unit without much difficulty so far as grade was concerned, but it 
was at the rear where the sub-basement came, that we were faced 
with the marked difference between level of site and grade shown on 
plan. 


Item #2. This charge was mede to cover cost of handling 
material due to caving of the banks of excavation. The soil at 
the site is made up of a very thin layer of fine top soil and 
everything below it is a fine dry gravel and sand mixture, which 
could not be made to hold up by shoring, so that it was almost 
equal to handling quicksand, This is a condition on which no 
information was furnished to contractors, no test holes had 
been @ug before tenders were called and a contractor could not 
therefore hav® any knowledge of, or allow for such conditions. 
The question of visiting site is not applicable as thepe was 
nothing to see to indicate such soil conditions as were met with. 
The only way the banks could have been held and caving prevented, 
would have been by solid sheet piling all round the deep portion. 
Shoring would not hold it and piling would be a great deal more 
costly than handling the extra material. Where such conditions

& are met with, it is the custom of th trade for a contractor 
to be allowed payment fOr the extra material moved, or if 
sheet piling has to be used, the owner pays for it. We have 
had previous experience along these lines and héve received 
payments as outlined. It was necessary to take out the earth, 
sloping it back from footing line to 17° wide at top on west 
side and 14° @6n south, When concrete was placed the earth had 
to be backfilled and we consider the charge made a very 
reasonable one, and that it should be allowed to us. 


Item #5. The work covered by this item was necessary 
in order to place the footings on solid foundation, It applies 
where the banks caved ani footings could not be placed on 
backfilled earth. At the time the work was done, Mr, Macauley 
said it would be paid for, but at finish of the job, he said 
it would have to be settled by the Department. The facts are, 
that this is clearly work which is additional to plans and 
specifications. 


Item #4. Paragraph 7, page 15 of specification, calls 
for footings to be 12" thick and to project 6" on each side of 
the walls they support. Tne footings covered by item #4, are 
those carrying A, stud walls enclosing corridor between store 
room and staff rooms on opposite side; B, brick walls enclosing 
same corridor where it runs between bath rooms and C, stud 
partitions between locker room and junior recreation room. 
We figured on all of these footings as laid down by the specif- 
ication. The cross section on sheet 2 of drawing, shows a footing 
1e" x 3' which we took as being intended to mean a column footing 
as we could not think that this dimension could apply to footings 
for stud walls as it mad them bigger than the footings for the 
20" masonry walls outside. We therefore, followed the specification 
rule for figuring these footings. In anyevent this cross section 
sould not be made to cover the footings under the brick walls 
mentioned above, nor that of the stud wall at the other end of 
the building, yet Mr. Macavley insisted that this heavy size be 
carried right through. We had no alternate but to put it in 
or close the job down and lose good weather while waiting for @ 
decision from Ottave. We preferred to keep going and leave it to 
the Department's usual fair treatment to protect us against the 
Inspectors’ unreasonable ruling. 


Item#5. Ordered and agreed to by tie Inspector. 


Item #6. Ordereli and agreed to in all except charges for 
excavation. Mr. Macauley claims that we had dumped the material 
excavated from basement in such a position that some of it had 
to be moved for the retaining wall. This argument does not fit 
the case. Had the wall gone in as shown on the plan, the question 
ef moving the earth again would not have come up as we had it 
placed far enough out to allow for original retaining wall. Owing 
to the extra length, about which we did not know when the basement 
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The Secretary, SHeet No. Four Date 23/7/25. 


excavation was done, We did have to move some material 
taken from the basement, but this was solely owing to the 
extra length of the wall. The nature of the soil again 
arises in this cost. Instead of a trench about 4° wide, 
we took out and backfilled @ holé varying from 15" to 

20* wide. As a matter of fact, our account stands at less 
than the time actually expended on this particular piece 
of work. In our original bill we charged actual cost and 
Mr. Macauley took exception to the charge. In an effort 
to arrive at a settlement which at the time we thought 
could be arranged, we cut out part of the actual cost 

and did so thinking this would satisfy Mr. Macauley, but 
this is something we have since found to be utterly impossible 
to attain. 


Item #7. Ordered and agreed to by Inspector. 


Item #6, Orderei by Inspector vut not passed for 
some unknown reason, The work was done and should be pa id 
for, 


Items #9 & 1o, Ordered and agreed to by Inspector. 


Item #11, This work had to be done owing to the 
level of the site being in line with the top of the header 
course over laundry windows, The earth simply had to be 
graded away from the windows and no visitine of the site 
without surveyor's levels, could have established the 
necessity for it. We did not figure on anything of this 
nature and think it nothing but fair that we should be 
paid for it. Work such as this appears to us to be quite 
apart from contract excavation for a building, but is 
landscape treatment of site. 


Item #12 & 25. Ordered and agreei to by Inspector. 


Item #26, Ordered by Inspector and Payment promised 
for it, but apparently through an oversight not initialled 
On copy of statement returned to us. 


Item #27. This material is not in any way covered 
by the specification nor whown on section. Our sub-contractors 
for millwork on this account, did not include it in their 
@stimate and refused to supply unless paid for it, and on 
going over the mtter thoroughly, we had to admit the justice 
of their claim and pay for it. In turn, we think we are 
entitled to payment.

Item #28. This change was ordered by Mr. Macauley, 
but he takes exception to the cost per door. Cur sub-contractors 
received the change too late to put it into effect before the 
doors were made up and in any case, their charge of $2.50 per 
light for the glass is not excessive. We were unfortunate 
enough to have the glass in one of the doors broken and the 
replacement piece of glass cost $2.40 without any question of 
labor to glaze it. We showei the invoice for this glass to 
Mr. Macauley, but he still wuld not admit that the prige 
charged by the Robertson & Hackett Company was a fair one. 


Item #29 to 54. Ordered and agreéi go vy Inspector. 


Item #35. This change was necessary because the roofs 
were too flat to allow use of shingles. The roof over laundry 
entrance is much larger than shown on plan, wing to changes 
made in entrance which were done at considerable expense and 
without payment to us. Messrs. Carr and Son, our sub-contractors, 
supplied metal fascia, gravel stop and more flashing than 
required for the shingle roofs and actually spent over fifty 
hours time on the job, although only thirty are charged for. 

Mr. Macauley claims this class of roof is only worth about 
fifteen dollars per square and while this may be right for 

large roofs, it cannot be made to cover tiny gobs with eight 
corners to the hundred sguare feet, nor does this fifteen 
dollars per square cover flashings and other metal work. In 
lieu of a creiit for shingles, we supplied tar, pitch, gravel 
and 75% of the felt used, There can thersfore, be no reasonable 
ekiticism of the cost of this item parti@ularly in view of the 
changes made to entrance which cost as around $100.00 and for 
which we get no payment. 


Item #26, There is nothing in plans or specifications 
to call for metal lining of vent shafts. Mr. Macauley ordered 
them lined and our sub-contractors iid it on the understanding 
that they would be paid. It was not until time of final 
accounting that Mr, Macauley raised any question about it being 
additional to contract. Had there been any doubt on this point, 
Garr & Son would not have done the work without a ruling from 
the Department. Mr. Macauley claims that the shaft has no 
ventilation value unless it is lined, but that has no bearing 
whatever on what is called for .by plans and specifications, 
which in this case, do not cover metal lining. Further, the 
plans do not even provide for continuing the shafts past the 
first floor and the lining was put in to carry past the attic 
on Mr. Macauley’s instructions. 


Items 37 to 42. Ordefed and agreed to by Inspector. 
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Lerren To The Secretary. SHEET No. Six Date 23/7/25. 


» It places us in a very unpleasant position to have 
to write a report of this nature at the close of a job. 
411 the charges made for additional work are justified 
by work done at the building and a settlement could have 
been arrived at had Mr, Macauley made any attempt at a 
reasonable disposition of the various questions involved, 
We made a draft of the account and Submitted it to him for 
approval, He criticised some points and in an effort to 
arrive at a settlement without friction, we made revisions, 
This was done solely in an effort to satisfy him and was a 
matter of a straight loss to us,as in each case we cut actual 
costs to arrive at figures which we thought would bring a 
settlement, The result is, that our account as it reaches 
the Department from Mr. Macauley, does not represent true 
costs on all of the items, but such less amounts as were 
offered for the reason already stated, although these reductions 
were actual loss to us. 


Mr. Macauley made the statement that in the matter of 
mutual adjustment in the life of the job, we were not giving 
anything, but this is quite inaccurate. We went to Kamloops 
prepared to meet any ordinary conditions at least half way 
and as an example, started out by awarding the Plumbing and 
heating contract to a firm which Mr, Macauley favoured, When 
we figured the work, our price was based on using a firm 
to whom we found Mr, Macauley took violent exception. Their 
bid was given us in good faith and from our present knowledge 
of the Kamloops situation, we believe their work would have 
been satisfactory. This change, done only with a view of 
the good of the work and Mr, Macauleys' satisfaction, cost 
us nearly $3500.00. Throughout the job there were many items 
On which we gave more than was called for, Or made substitution 
at Mr, Macauleys' request, which cost us more than the original 
item and these are not shown in our final account so that there 
is no justice in the statement that we have not met him in any 
Waye 


With the information contained in this letter at your 
disposal, we trust you will now be able to pass on our accounts 
and let us have payment thereon at your early convenience, 

If there should be any further question you wish to raise, we 
shall be pleased to do anything we-can to supply you with the 
necessary information,

lowing memorandum from the Superintendent General of 
Indian Affairs: 


"Phe undersigned begs to refer to an Order of Your 
Excellency in Council, dated the 8th of October, 1924, 
which awarded the contract for the building of the 
Girls' Wing of the Kamloops Indian Aesidential School 
at Kamloops, in the Province of British Columbia, to 
the Claydon Company, Limited, of Winnipeg, Manitoba. The 
amount of the Claydon Company's tender as accepted was 
$76,200.00. ‘heir original tender as submitted to the 
Department of Indian Affairs was 478,312.00, but 9 telegram 
was received from them prior to the opening: of the tenders, 
asking that $2,112.00 be deducted therefrom, reducing the 
amount to the above mentioned sum of 476,200.00. ‘ithe 
next lowest tender received was from Thomas Carson, of 
Vancouver, and was for $79,970.00. It will, therefore, 
be observed that the Claydon Company's tender was the 
lowest received even irrespective of the deduction. 


The Claydon Company made this deduction after inquiry 
with regard to conditions in Kamloops, which had been 
in the past favourable for winter building. It would 
appear that owing to weather conditions, during the winter 
of 1924-25, which had not been experienced in the vicinity 
of Kamloops in the past forty years the Company had great 
difficulty in carrying out their work and have finished 
their contract with a loss of $4,500.00. It was the in- 
tention of the Company to ask the bepartment for permission

All the classrooms in the irls' wing ar Lr se to 
their capacity, & 1¢ smaller male chilaren ie ha be 
accomnouated in the staff dining room, a crowded and poorly 
lighted room for 27 chiluren at school wor. The new wing 
is, therefore, fiilea to capacity. 


In the old buildings, there are 41 of the older boys 
sleeping in the dor uitory, which is overcrowded. They have 
only outside lavatory accommodation, with very poor ablution 
tabvl inside, aud practically no cu board room. They have 
only one classroom in an old building, using double desks 
with room Their recreation room is in the Olu building 
and very & fhe w. le of the above mentioneu builaings 
are heated inadeyuately with stoves, and in extreme coia I 
don't know what could be done to keep the place warm. 


This accounts for the present accommodation, and 
although we all tnree went invo t matter thoroughly, I cannot 
see how the present accom iodation can be better apportioned. In 
other words, it is being used at the sresent time, to its very 
pest advantage, theugh with various drawbacks ana difficulties 
thet cannot be over come witnout further and a4mproved accomnoda- 


Dr. Duncan C. Scott,

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Having in view this fact, and for the hereinafter mentioned 
reasons, I can only advise the building of the new wing as 
@ solution. 


1. The mixing of boys and girls dormitories in the same 
wing, a8 at present, is not at all desirable, on moral and dis- 
Ciplinary grounds alone. 


a. Tne boys that are accommodated there have, of neces- 
sity, to use outside toilets, which,at their best, are a 
serious menace to health in an institution of this kina, apart 
from the discomfort occasioned these younger children during 
the cold weather. 


3. The necessary use for want of other accommodation of 
the staff dining room as a school room for these younger chil- 
dren is not advisavle. The room is not built or lighted for 
such purpose, is far too small, and deprives the staff of a 
room where they can get their meals. 


4. By having to accomnodate boys in this wing, the 
number of girls that can be taken at the school is restricted. 
5. The old building where over 40 now sleep, is nov 
suitable for that purpose. It is crowded, difficult to heat, 
owing to its age, and dangerous fro the point of view of fire, 
being heated with stoves, which, in addition, cause extra 
labour: It has no fire escapes ana I have to point out that 

a fire alreauwy occurred in the girls' old wing. Overheating 
of stoves in attempting to ep the ovlace reasonably warm, is 
a very robavle dang 


6. The sanitary accommoaation is very inadequace, and 
dangerous to health. There are no water closets in the ouild- 
ing, and night pans have to be used, a poor ana dangerous 
makeshirt in crowdea dormitories. the closets are all outside 
anu are open pit ones, very difficult, despite the use of dis- 
infectants, to keep clean. Serious contamination of the ground 
is likely to occur after all these years of use. 


VT. The wash room and ablution table is inadeqg 
subject to a total freese-up. 


8. Cupboara accommodation is practically nil. 


oe The recreation room is very small, being the old 
laundry, and is in such a poor condition thi it is very difficult 
to heat with a stove. 


10. the bigger boys' classroom is heated by a stove and 
owing to its smallness, double desks have to be used, which 
system is not considered good by educational authorities. It 
might also be better lighted. 


ll. Owing to the isolation of these old buildings from 
the main building and one another, the difficulty of supervision 
is largely increased, and discomfort caused to all in cold, 
wintry weather, as all communication is in tue open.

Finally, the Principal assures me that he can 
easily find many mo upils to fill the new wing if it is 
built. He, of course, would have 71 boys to pu into it 
straight away, which would then leave the two segs Pdormi- 
tories in eaci wing to be filled. Mr. Agent Helmsing also 
informe me that there are a number of chiluren in his area 
who mignt get a chance to .o to school, and I myself know 
thet in Northern part of the Lytton Agency, there are a 
number of children wno are not getting any schooling.

Further, you may 
arrange for two long tables in the soullery with a sink 
in the centre. The Indian Agent or yourself should 
purchase the materials and the work should be done under 
his supervision, on 4 day labour basis. Time sheets, in 
duplicate, showing the receipts of the carpenter, should 
be kept. If Mr. Helmsing requires an accountable cheque 
for payment of labour, he should make application to 
the Department.

RUCK DRY ROOMS will at once appeal to 
those who are looking for a strong, well built 
and symmetrically proportioned dry room.

I have your letter of the 17th instant, with 
reference to fire protection at the Kamloops Indian Residen- 
tial School. I note that you are seouring a report on the 
possibility of heightening the laundry chimney. 


The Department is today ordering a full supply of 
chemical fire extinguishers. An extra quota of the 2} 
gallon sise is being supplied, as these are considered more 
useful than the large extinguishers that are on wheels. 

One quart size extinguishers are also being supplied. Three 
of the large size should be placed in the basement and three 
on each of the other three floors, at convenient and easily 
accessible places. The six extra of the large size should 
be placed where they can be quickly used in the event of 
fire on the roof. The mall size extinguishers should be 
placed in the more remote portions of the building. A 
total of 18 large and 20 small ones are being ordered. 


You may let me have an estimate of the cost of 
installing a simple fire alarm system in the building. 
Nothing elaborate should be estimated on, as I consider 
it sufficient to have two gongs and two push buttons on 
each floor. When you have received a quotation on this 
installation, you should forward it to the Department 
without delay. You may also arrange to have fire axes 
placed in inexpensive cases at the exit points of the 
building, which are ordinarily kept locked at night.

Dear Sir:- 


With reference to yaur 154-0-5 of the 2lst 
inst., regarding necessary replacement of grates at 
Kamloops Indian Residential School, owing to their 
being burned out, I have to report that my enquiries 
on the subject resulted as follows:- 


Firstly, it is alleged by the authorities at 
the school that the ashes have always been kept clear. 
Secondly, that nothing but wood has ever been used in 
these boilers. Whilst I, myself, am not technically 
clear upon the matter, having in view the fact that 
only wood has been used in these boilers, I should not 
think that the grates should have burned out so quickly, 
even if they tnere had been @ certain amount of wood ash 
left in the pits. This neglect, however, is denied by 
the school authorities. Certainly when I visited the 
School and saw the boilers in use, the pits were quite 
clear of any ashes whatever. 


When making the order to the Vulcan Iron Works, 
I pointed out that I did not think that these grate bars 
would have burned out and bent in such a short time.Their 
answer was that they thought that probably the grates had 
not been cleaned out often enough and ash allewed to ac- 
cumulate. They did not, however, comment upon the fact 
of which I informed them, that only wood had been used. 
I am writing them gain upon the matter.

Beyond tne 
fact that I was informed by the authorities at the School 
that a boiler inspection had taken place, I know nothing 
of the matter. I can find no precedent as to who pays 
these accounts.

I have the honour to report that I wired 
you today as follows:- "If drying tumblers from Stanley Brock 
Limited Winnipeg have not yet been shipped hold order until my 
letter mailed today reaches you please" 


In sending the foregoing telegram I was 
prompted to do so for the reasons 48 herein. Rev. John 
Duplanil, 0.M.I., Principal of Kamloops Industrial School 
advised me some time he needed a drying outfit for the 
School besides the drying tumbler now in. the school laundry. He 
gaid that he wanted 4 wood truck drying room, and that he had 
already spoken to some of the Departmental authorities about it 
and that he was prom ld be given the 
necessary consideration to the scho@l was 
completed.

Yesterday he wrote me @ covering letter 
about the matter, a copy of which is herewith attached. i also 
attach copy of the quotations he received.

What he wants is a truck 
arying room. I then visited tne scnool,and laundry in particular, 
in order to see for myself just what was meant and what is required. 


{ find that owing to tne present position 
of the laundry machinery, in order to instal a new tumbler, some 
considerable alterations will have to be made, the cost of which 
is placed by Father Duplanil at about $150.00. There is a space 
in the corner of the Laundry that will be suitable for the proposed 
truck drying room. ‘he Rev. Father states that if the Department 
will allow him the tumbler they have ordered from Winnipeg and the 
{ruck Drying Room that goou use may be made of both, and if only 
one of the two articles 18 allowed, then by all means, he wants 
the truck drying room ana wants the Department's authority to 
build it himself as his qotation is so much lower than any of the 
firme that quoted.. it do not pretend to be an authority on this 
subject, but the situation is as herein described.

I regret to have to inform you that 4 fatal accident 
occurred at the Indian Residential School yesterday afternoon, 
when a painter, who was taking a 2"x6" scantling off the roof, 
threw it down just as two of the steam fittere walked out of 
the doorway on the north side of the building to carry in 
some radiators. 

One of the men, named Joseph Rigby, was hit on the head by 
the scantling and his skull wae fractured: 

This occurred about 1-50 p.m- and the man died in the 
hospital about 11-20 p.m. 

I attended the inquest held this afternoon, when the verdict 
of the coroner's jury wae "that Joseph Rigby met his death 
accidentally by being hit on the head by @ falling timber 
at the Indian Industriel School on the afternoon of 
November 30, 1928.

On the second floor the floor has been laid but no casings 

have yet been fixed.

This matter has been given further 
consideration here and if the Department of 
Indian Affairs has not already made a decision in 
the matter I would suggest that for the present at 
least, only the installation of pumping unit with 
necessary apparatus, be proceeded with for supply 
of irrigation water to the school garden, and the 
matter of a concrete tank be left in abeyance as it 
is not fully appreciated that a reservoir of this 
nature is necessary. 


Should it be found after the small 
irrigation plant has been in service that 
it is necessary to take the chill off the water 
before using it for irrigation purposes then a 
reservoir may be constructed without any appreciable 
additional cost over installing it at the present time 
when it's necessity is questionable.

I am today paying from Indian General 
Funds an account for $23.41 rendered by the City 
of Kamloops for changing location of one of their 
high tension line poles and wires. In submitting 
this account Mr. Tredcroft states as follows: - 


"This work was authorized by me in view of 
the fact that while at the Kamloops Industrial 
school I found that the high tension line (2200 
volts) was resting on the roof of the new school 
building, and that on at least one occasion one 
of the workmen engaged thereon had taken hold of 
these wires while engaged in his work. As there 
was grave danger that he might have been 
seriously injured and that if @ short circuit 
occurred during wet weather the school might 
possibly have been set on fire, I considered it 
advisable to have the change made at once." 


If the Department of Indian Affairs wishes

before them a report, dated 2nd November, 1928, from the 
Superintendent General of Indian Affairs, stating that the 
Water Power Branoh of the Department of the Interior by 
public advertisement asked for tenders for the construc- 
tion of the water supply syetem for the Xamloops Indian 
Residential Sehool, in the Kamloops Indian Agency in the 
Provinee of British Columbia, upon plans and specifica- 
tions prepared by the Branch. A schedule of the tenders 
received is submitted. 

Mre Co Ee Webb, Distriot Chief Engineer of the 
Water Powers Branch, resident at Vancouver, recommends 
that the tender of the i, J. Ryan Contracting Company of 
Vancouver for $12,691 for the water supply system; and 
the tender of Messrs, Fernie Brothers of Kamloops for the 
pumping unit, ineluding the pump and motor for $3,100 be 
aocepted.

Sir, Re - Garden Irrigation Supply, 
Kamloops Industrial School. 


This will acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 12th inst. re the above mentioned project. From our 
recent correspondence you will gather that the Department of 
Indian Affairs does not appear anxious to install further 
machinery at this school and, therefore, it has occurred to me 
that it might be possible to get away from the necessity for 
a further pump by the construction of 4 reservoir to be filled 
from either the present irrigation system or the fire and 
water supply system which is now being installed for this 
institutions If a reservoir could be constructed at the end 
of the present irrigation ditch it might collect sufficient 
water for use on the garden end if not, it would only be 
necessary to operate the irrigation pump for a short time to 
fill the reservoir. The same might apply if using water 
from the water supply ond fire protection system. 


Without being fully conversant with conditions 
at the school, it is difficult to say whether this proposal is 
feasible or not, considering that one would have to know the 
quantity of water required, by the zarden, the size of reservoir 
necessary, cost of same, cost of water supply end possible 
location of reservoir end method of drawing off. In this con- 
nection I would consider that the reservoir need not hold 
more than one days supply and if water was not to be held for 
more than one day, the question of seepage should not be 4 
serious factor, so that an excavated reservoir might be 
considered. This could easily be constructed if the location 
is suitable, with slip scrapers. If the seepage was not 
unreasonable it might be cut down by lining the reservoir with 
clay. JI am not, of course, advised as to whether clay is 
convenient, nor do I know the type of soil which one might 
expect in such an excavation. The presence of a lake on the 
school grounds, however, leads me to believe that losses 
would not be excessive. 


The construction of a reservoir such as out- 
lined above would slightly improve water temperature (even if 
not necessary) and in this way we could to 4 certain extent, 
meet the contentions of the school authorities thet a water 
pump direct from the river is too cold for irrigation purposes. 
However, against the construction of a reservoir one should 
consider the resultant damage from seepage losses, although 
as previously stated, I do not consider that such losses 
would be serious. 


On receipt of this letter will you kindly 
let me have immediately by wire your opinion as to the 
feasibility of handling the matter as outlined above. It is 
rather unfortunate that we were not instructed to consider a 
comprehensive water supply system for all purposes in the 
first instance so that we could have obviated the necessity 
of constructing the several separate systems which now are 
necessary.

With reference to your telegram of Nov. 10th 
re proposed pump for the Kamloops Industrial School garden I 
would state that it will not be possible to use the new fire 
protection pump for this purpose in view of the fact that this 
pump is designed to deliver against a head of 231 feet, whereas 
the head which the garden pump will operate against will be 
approximately 50 feet. 


In addition to the above it would not be good 
practice even if it were possible, to provide a pump for fire 
protection and domestic supply and allow same to be used for 
general irrigation purposes; the fire protection pump has 4 
definite function to perform in the case of an emergency and 
if it is being used for general utility purposes then it is 
impossible to guarantee that it will be in good operating order 
at the time it is required for fire protection. 


When it would be quite possible to supply 
water from the new reservoir to the school garden for irrigation 
purposes it would however be most uneconomical in view of the 
fact that the reservoir is situated at an elevation of 200 
feet while the garden is at an elevation of approximately 50 
feet and any water used on the garden would have to be pumped 
first into the reservoir at an elevation of approximately 150 
feet higher than would be necessary if it is pumped to the 
garden direct. This would mean that the school would be 
paying for raising water 200 feet when 50 feet would be 
sufficient. 


With reference to the proposal to use the 
existing irrigation pump for garden purposes this is exactly 
what they have been doing up to the present time and the reason 
that the principal of the school asked for & separate pump was 
that they found that unless general irrigation of the other 
farm lands was being carried out at the same time as the 
garden was being irrigated, the volume supplied by the irriga- 
tion pump i.e. 2000 U.S.GeP.Me was too large to handle satis- 
factorily, and as the garden contains an area of only 10 acs. 
this contention of the principal's would appear to me to be 
quite reasonable. 


One other reason against allowing the garden 
to be irrigated from the domestic supply is that if this is 
permitted then it is quite possible that should a fire occur 
the reservoir supplied for fire protection might be found at 
that time to be empty. 


After considering the matter very carefully 
T have come to the conclusion that unless they are prepared to 
carry on under the old method i.e. irrigating the garden only 
when irrigation of other farm lands is being carried out, then 
a separate pump is the only economical and safe method of 
handling the situation.

With reference to your letter of November 
21st. regarding the proposed installation of a pump 
to supply the garden at the Kamloops Industrial 
gsohool with water for irrigation purposes, and re- 
questing information as to why the present irriga- 
tion pump or the proposed new fire protection pump 
cannot be used for this purpose, in this connection 
I would report to you as follows: 

Irrigation of the garden at the Kamloops 
Industrial sohool is carried out at the present time 
by means of the large irrigation pump (capacity of 
2000 U.S. gallons per minute) which was installed 
in 1927 for irrigating the farm lands. 

It is now claimed by the principal of the 
Industrial school that this pump is too large to be 
handled satisfactorily when the garden only is 
being irrigated, for unless general irrigation of 
the other farm lands is being carried out at the 
same time, the volume of water supplied by this 
pump, ie@e, 2000 U.S. gallons per minute, is far 


more than can be

more than oan be utilized on the garden at one time 
and a large portion therefore has to be allowed to 
go to waste. 

The principal also olaims that whereas 
ordinary farm lands when being irrigated oan be 
flooded with water with beneficial results, in oul- 
tivating a garden such is not the case, and what is 
really required is a small and continuous supply of 
water. 

He also points out that in cultivating 
farm lands it is possible to run the large irriga- 
tion pump for a day or two and give these lands a 
thorough flooding or saturation, after which they 
require no more water for a week or ten days, 
whereas in the oase of the garden it is desirable 
that water be applied to the land daily and with- 
out flooding. 

It is for this reason that he has re=- 
quested that the school be equipped with @ small 
pump having a capacity of 100 Usde gallons per 
minute, so that in irrigating the garden the oper- 
ation of the large irrigation pump, having @ 
capacity of 2000 U.S. gallons per minute, would not 
be necessary, and after having considered his re~ 
quest quite carefully I am of the opinion that same 
is justified. 

With reference to the proposal to use the 
new domestic water supply, consisting of a fire pump 
and reservoir, for this purpose, I would state that 
whereas this is possible it would nevertheless be a 
most uneconomical method, besides being particularly 
bad practice from a fire protection point of view. 

The fire pump which is about to be in- 
stalled is a high-grade, aigh-pressure pump and is 


supplied for one 
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supplied for one purpose only, ieee, that of keeping 


the reservoir filled for the domestic supply and for 
use in case of fire. 

To permit this pump to be used for other 
purposes, such as general irrigation of the sehool 
garden or farm lands, would in ay opinion be very 
bad practice from a fire protection point of view, 
and would probably mean that after a while, the 
pump having been used continuously as an irrigation 
pump, 1t would come to be regarded by the operator 
ag such, instead of as a fire pump, and after con 
tinual use might in ease of a five quite possibly 
be found to be out of order or working badly ata 
time when it is most urgently required. 

When 1t is remembered that the value of 
the school buildings is in the neighborhood of a 
quarter of a million dollars, it would not seem as 
though we were justified in using this pump or 
water gipply system for any purpose other than 
those for which they were originally designed, Lee, 
domestic supply and fire protection. 

‘nm aldition to the above, the pump, as 
stated before, is a high-pressure pump designed to 
pump water to a reservoir against a pressure of JL 
pounds per square inch, whereas the elevation of 
the garden above the source of supply is only 50 
feet. It would therefore not be possible to pump 
water to the curden direct by seans of this pump 
without throttling down the discharge to prevent 
overloading the motor, which would be very waste= 
ful of power, while to use water out of the 
reservoir for irricating the garden would mean 
that the water would be pumped fow times as high 
as is necessary, whioh would also be very unecon= 
omical grom an operating point of view, and in 


addi tion wows give 
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addition would give the extra hagard that were a 
fire to ooour just after irrigation of the garden 
had been oarried out it is quite possible that the 
reservoir, which is provided to supply water for 
domestic purposes and for imve diate protection in 
ease of fire, might be found to be em: ty and no 
water supply would then be available until the fire 
pump could be started, which operation might osooupy 
an inexperienced operator ten or fifteen minutes. 

I would therefore strongly recomend that 
no proposal to use elther the fire pump or the dom 
estico water supply reservoir for irrigation purposes 
be considered in any way. 

With reference to the proposal of the 
prinoipal of the Industrial school that the existing 
punp and tank might be weed for this purpose, I 
would state that whereas the oompleted garden will 
have an avea of from eight to ten acres, which will 
require a supply of water of from 80 to 100 U.S. 
6allons per minute for its @ultivation, the oapac- 
ity of the existing pump is only 20 U.S. gallons 
per minute, which amount is far too small for this 
PUP Poe es 

In addition to the above, the existing 
pump is of the reciprocating type designed to 
operate intermittently and is not a heavy-duty 
pump suitable for continuous operation, as is the 
ease when being used for ceneral irrication pur- 
poses. 

The existing plant as it stands is com 
pact and in fairly good condition and coulda no 
doubt be transferred to some other school or ine 
stitution requiring a small domstiec water supply 


system, which disposal would, in my Opinion, prove 


to be far more 
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e5e 


to be far more economical than attempting to use it 
for a purpose for which {t was never designed and 
in which we could not hope for its successful oper- 
atlone 

In conclusion I would state that unless 
they are prepared to carry on under the old system, 
ieee, that of irrigating the garden at the same 
time that irrigation of the other farm lands is 
being oarried out, which method the principal of 
the Industrial school claims is very unsatisfactory 
and uneconomical, there is no way other than by the 
installation of a small separate pump for this pure 
pose that we could recommend as being both safe and

I have to inform you that all work in 
connection with the installation of the domestic water 
supply and fire protection systems at the Kamloops Indian 
Residential has now been completed and the finished 
building will be handed over immediately to the local 
Indian Agent. 


Mr. Tredcroft, our engineer who had 
charge of this installation, informs me that the con- 
tractor on the building connected the inside fire pro- 
tection pipes to the domestic supply lines when installing 
the fire hydrants inside the building, instead of running 
separate lines to connect with the eight inch water main 
outside the building. 


As the pressure in the case of fire when 
the pump is running, would be quite high, 80 to 100 pounds 


per square inch, there is danger that the interior domestic 


fixtures might be damaged or blown off the wall, with a 
consequent great leakage of water and with a corresponding 
reduction of pressure at the hose nozzles. 


The remedy for this would be to run 4 
separate line from the 8" water main outside the building 
the connect this with the stand pipes that supply the 
inside fire hoses, so that, should a fire occur the 
interior fire protection system would be entirely 
separate from the domestic water supply. The estimated 
cost of providing this additional fire line amounts to 
$400.00 and should, in my opinion, be carried out, for 
while it is not absolutely essential, the inside fire 
protection as it is today does not conform to good 
standard practice which demands that all inside fire 
protection systems should be separate from domestic 
systems which supply bathrooms, washrooms, kitchens, etc. 


I would ask you to kindly refer this 
matter to the Department of Indian Affairs and inform 
me if they wish this change to be made.

Your letter of the llth inst. is ack- 
nowledged having reference to the installation of 
water supply and fire protection system at the 
Kamloops Indian Residential School, which has 
recently been completed for the Department of 
Indian Affairs. Your reference to that Department's 
letter of April 9th regarding the payments to the 
B.J.Ryan Contracting Company in connection with 
the work they performed on this project is noted. 


I would ask you to refer to my letter 
of March 27th and also copy of Mr. Tredcroft's 
letter of March 26th which was attached thereto. 
The original contract price was $12,691.00. Extra 
work authorized by this Service amounted to 
$239.47. The Ryan Company claim an additional 

nt on account of unforseen contingencies of 

1.28. The Department of Indian Affairs under 
the contract is not legally bound to pay this 
claim for $511.28. Due to the extremely adverse 
weather conditions which existed during the greater 
part of the construction period and the fact that 
the contractor made every effort to rush the job 
to completion through this bad weather in order 
that the school might have the earliest possible 
benefit of the water system, I suggested that 
this account be paid, less the 1 surcharge 
indicated by the Ryan Company. 


In order to make this quite clear, if 
you will refer to your copy of the contract with 
Ryan Company which was attached to my letter of 
October 17, 1928, and the Ryan Company's final 
account which accompanied my letter of Mareh 27th 
last, you will see that the total contract 
amounted to $12,691.00. This account was paid

With regard to the third item, I may state 
that it is the claim of the Ryan Uontracting Co. 
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that these extra charges were incurred during the 
installation of the intake pipe, it being their con- 
tention that owing to the time of the year at which 
this work had to be undertaken and the unknown nature 
of the ground which it was necessary for them to ex- 
cavate, together with the fact that in laying this 
pipe it was necessary for them to carry out excavation 
at a depth of seven feet below the water level, it was 
impossible for their engineer to estimate accurately 
what the final cost would be, and while they do not 
contend that they have any right to this additional 
amount, they have asked that the department give con- 
sideration to this claim to save them from actual loss. 


While I have not been supplied with any 
figures from the Rya: Contracting Co. showing the 
actual cost to them of installing this intake pipe, 
I know from personal observation that they exper- 
teneed consiserable difficulty in carrying outthe 
work, and must, in my opinion, have run very close 
to, if they 41a not actually exceed, their orig- 
inal estimate. 


In addition to the above, L would state 
that while the work was not always carried out in 
exactly the manner I would have adopted mys«lf, 
nevertheless it was carried out by their engineer 
in good faith and in accordance with his ideas of 
vhat was most suitable, and was prought to a satis- 
factory conclusion.

I am in receipt of your letter of August 7th. 
having further reference to the claim of the Ryan Contracting 
Co. Ltd. for additional payment in connection with the in- 
stallation of a domestic water supply and fire protection 
system at the Kamloops Industrial school, and in this regard 
would state that the claims put forward in the second para- 
graph of their letter to you dated July 24th., 1929, a copy 
of which was enclosed with your communication to me dated 
August 7th., are incorrect and do not, in my opinion, repre- 
sent the case at all fairly. 


in the first place, the Ryan Contracting Co. state 
that we changed the plans and specifications in connection 
with the intake to such an extent that it was necessary to 
change the type of pipe used. 


This is not correct. ‘The only change to the intake 
works carried out was that the last 20 feet of pipe extending 
into the river was changed from vitrified pipe to cast-iron 
pipe, and this change was made, not because we desired to do 
go, but owing to the fact that the Ryan Contracting Co. was 
carrying on the work in such a manner that it appeared to me 
absolutely impossible that they could ever make & satisfactory 
job of same unless a different type of pipe were substituted. 


I may state that the original plans and specifications 
called for vitrified pipe, which necessitated a cement joint 
being made approximately every 24 feet. ‘the coffer dam con- 
structed by the Ryan Contracting Co. was entirely inadequate to 
keep the ground dry while this pipe was being installed. At 
the time I decided upon the change, the officials supervising 
the work for the Ryan Contracting Co. were attempting to lay 
these short lengths of vitrified pipe in a mixture of mud, 
water and silt which was anywhere from 18 inches to 2 feet 
above the required grade line. 


This being the case, it was absolutely impossible 
for them to make a sétisfactory cement joint, and this state 
of affairs, as mentioned above, was caused solely through their 
inability to maintain the coffer dam in a dry condition. 


Realizing that this work, if carried out in the manner 
in which they were proceeding, even if it could have been com- 
pleted, which is extremely doubtful, could not prove satisfactory, 
I decided to substitute a different and more rigid type of pipe 
go as to give them a chance to make connections under water, and 
for this purpose i decided to substitute two sections of cast- 
iron pipe each 10 feet long.

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By this method I reduced the number of joints it 
would be necescary to make from 8 to 1, and this one joint 
had the advantawe of being a bolted joint instead of a cement 
joint. 


I my state that this pipe was supplied to the con- 
tractor free of charge and no deduction was made from his 
contract for vitrified pipe which he agreed to supply and which 
was not required owing to the change. 


With regard to their claim that in order to install 
the cast-iron pipe they were compelled to construct additional 
scaffolding and platforms, this is not correct. 


I was present at the time this pipe was installed and 
the cast-iron pipe was delivered on the ground and skidded by 
them into place without any additional timbering being required, 
with the exception of a few short pieces of 4 x 4 used to 
Pets (pb the chain block by which means the pipe was being 
handled. 


Their statement that 1 ordered that this cast-iron 
pipe be put together before being placed in the water is incorrec 
I made no order in this connection, neither was this done. 


Bach section of pipe was placed independently and & 
bolted connection was made after the last section of pipe was 
in place. It would have been impossible to have installed a 
20 foot section of cast-iron pipe in one piece owing to the 
fact that the coffer dam was not of sufficient size to permit 
doing so. 


With regard to driving and placing of timbers under 
the end of this pipe, this was insisted upon by me in view of 
the nature of the ground encountered after the excavation to 
grade line had been made, which change is fully covered under 
paragraph 7, part 1, page 4 of the original specifications. 


As stated in my previous letter to you dated June 
2lst., 1929, I feel that the Ryan Contracting Co. were un- 
fortunate in that, when tendering on this work, they did not 
allow a sufficient amount to cover unforeseen contingencies, 
and that owing to severe weather conditions the expenditure 
incurred by them in completing the job was far greater than 
was originally anticipated. 


They have, in my opinion, a right to ask the Department 
cy 


to make them an addition allowance on the grounds that the work 
cost more than was anticipated owing to the fact that part of 
this work consisted of under-water excavation and about which 
they had no means of estimting accurately what the final cost 
would be at the time they made their estimate, but they are not, 
in my opinion, entitled to any extra payment on the grounds of 
additional work or material performed or supplied by them owing 
to changes made by us in the original -plans, with the exception 
of those items mentioned in my letter to you dated June 2lst., 
1929, as follows:

We have your letter of July 22nd in reply to 
oure of May 30th dealing with additional work we carried 
out for you in connection with water, supply for Kamloops 
Industrial School, Kamloops, B.C. We cannot understand 
the attitude your Department has taken in connection with 
this account, especially the last paragraph of the 
Director's letter which reads as follows: 


"With regard to the above mentioned claim you 
will realize that the granting of the additional 
payment applied for would be an injustice to the 
contractors who have tendered on this work, be- 
sides creating an injudicious precedent if a 
similar case arose in the future". 


Surely you do not consider that our claim comes 
under this category, ana if you do, the writer would appreciate 
the opportunity of an interview with you in order that he may 
clear up any doubts which may exist as to the exact nature 
of ow account. 


In the first place, you changed the plans and 
specifications in connection with the intake, to such an 
extent that it was necessary to change the type of pipe 
used, thus creating an absolutely new arrangement for laying 
game and increasing the cost. fhe original intake pipe as 
specified was supposed to be laié in short lengths, but your 
engineer on the work decided that on account of the nature 
of the ground this would not stand and he ordered that this 
pipe should be made of cast iron put together pefore being 
placed in the water, which necessitated considerable ad- 
a4itional labour and suppAies to take care of putting this 
pipe in the water in long lengths. As you know this cast 
iron pipe is very heavy and we had to make special arrange~ 
ments for scaffolding and platforms in aeder that same could 
be lowered into the water properly. fhe balance of our 
account as covered by invoices submitted, is based on similar 
arrangements to this and we still maintain that we are entitled 
to thie additional cost. 


When we estimated on this work we were guided by 
your plane and specifications and we do not want for one 
minute to make a claim for any additional cost which was 
originally covered by them, but we do want you to pay for the 
additional work we carried out for you, which was caused 
through no fault of ours. In view of these circumstances we 
feel that we cannot allow ourselves to be placed in the 
category as set forth in the last paragraph of your Director's 
letter mentioned above. 
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2. 


We might add that we do not mind paying our just 
proportion of any additional work you require us to do, but 
we 40 feel that the balance of the cost should be properly 
distributed. We therefore again refer you to our account as 
submitted with our letter of May 30th and ask that you re- 
consider the matter.

I have the honour to refer to Departmental letter 
addressed to Mr.Indian Agent MacLeod, of Kamloops Agency, 
dated March llth and numbered 154-0-5, with regard to the 
giving of authority to Mr.E.H.Trederoft, engineer of the 
Dominion Water Power and Reclamation Service, to proceed 
with the examination into, and estimate of the cost of, 
the proposed repair of the sewage system at the Kamloops 
Indian Residential School. 


In this matter it is expected that Mr.Tredcroft's 
report is now in the hands of the Department, and it is re- 
commended that authority be given the Water Power and Reclam- 
ation Service avthorities in Ottawa to instruct their 
District Chief Engineer, at Vancouver, to have Mr.Tredcroft 
proceed with the carrying out of the work which he has advised 
Should be done. The Department will understand that Mr. 
Tredcroft would not be prepared to proceed with this work 
until authorized to do so direct from the superiors of 
his Service in Ottawa.

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to the effluent chamber became clogged and the 
liquid in the settling chamber, instead of passing 
through into the effluent chamber via the screened 
passage provided for that purpose, waa raised to 
such an elevation that it was forced through the 
air-vent between the two tanks, carrying with it a 
considerable amount of sludge. 

This sondition of affairs must have con=- 
tinued for &o long a period and in the process s0 
much sludge must have been carried into the effluent 
chamber that the automatic siphon provided to dis- 
oharge the effluent at specified intervals also be~ 
came blocked, and the only means of exit for the 
liquid from the second chamber into the disposal 
beds was through the overflow pipe. 

The effluent, as a result of the above 
conditions, instead of being clear and in liquid 
form, carried with it a considerable amount of 
sludge. 

The natural result was that the vitrified 
drain tile provided to dispose of the effluent be- 
game entirely clogged with sediment and the liquid, 
instead of draining away into the ground, forced 
its way up to the surface, causing a bad condition 
of affairs and much unpleasant odour. 

I may state that had this tank been 
properly cleaned, there is very little likelihood 
that the disposal beds would have failed to function 
properly, and in addition, I personally on several 
occasions warned the principal of the Industrial 
school (Father MacGuire) that the tank was due for 
Oleaning, and each time he assured me he would 


attend to it. 


I may state that since 
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I may state that since the management of 
the school has changed, the tank has been cleaned 
regularly, but of course it was too late for them 
to do anything to remedy the condition of the pipes, 
the above unsatisfactory condition of affairs hav- 
ing been allowed to go too far. 

With the exception of the disposal beds 
which have become ologged, the remainder of the 
system (septic tank, inspection chamber, sewage 
pipes, eto.) is funetioning perfectly, but I 
understand that a certain amount of trouble is ex~ 
perienoed inside the building owing to the sewage 
traps clogging up. As these traps were installed 
by the contractor for the building, I have no 
knowledge as to how they were installed or just 
what should be done to remedy their conditions, but 
this can be attended to at the time the other re- 


pairs are oarried out. 


Proposed Repairs to System 
In view of the fact that without taking 


up the drain tile it is impossible to tell exactly 
how much of this system is blocked, it is not 
possible to give an exact estimate of what the cost 
of repairs to this system will be. 

Should it be found after these tiles had 
been exposed that the entire system is blocked, 
then the cost of repairing same would probably 
amount to $1,200, but should the blocking of these 
pipes have taken place only at or close to the 
point where they leave the main sewer pipe, the 
cost of repairs will be considerably less. 

I would therefore recommend that a com 


petent sewage contractor be employed under the 


gupervision of this office on a cost-plus basis to 


expose and repair 
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expose and repair that part of this drain tile sys- 
tem which may be necessary, and that in addition to 
these repairs the tank be thoroughly cleaned out 
and overhauled, and an auxiliary 6" diameter vitri- 
fied pipe be installed from a point immediately 
above the tank to the centre of the garden, which 
pipe would act as a by-pass in the future for any 
repairs to the system that my require to be under- 
taken, and which would permit work being carried on 
on this system without sewage facilities in the 
sohool being interfered withe 

The cost of installation of this addit- 
ional pipe, together with a concrete diversion 
chamber, valves, eto. would amount to $400.00, and 
the total cost would therefSre be $400.00 plus the 
cost of cleaning out the drain tile, which might 
vary from $100 to $1,200. 

I would point out that this school is 
located in a particularly difficult situation as 
far as sewage disposal is concemned. It is on the 
extreme eige of the river with the ground sloping 
only one way. The Department of Health will not 
permit the sewage to be drained into the river, ow=- 
ing to the fact that the olty of Kamloops obtains 
ite water supply a short distance downstream. ‘The 
depth of the foundations of the school and the low 
elevation at which the drainage pipes leave the 
sohool building make it impossible to direct the 
flow of sewage in any direction other than the one 
in which it has already been carried, and the 
nature of the soil, which is a sandy gravel (mostly 
gand) makes it impossible to guarantee that these 
beds will not become clogged after five or six 


years unless great care 
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years use unless great care is taken in the opera~- 
tion of the septic tank. 
In addition to the above, the sewage in 


the school carries a large proportion of soap 


(from the school baths) which is very difficult to 


handle satisfactorily in disposal beds. 

The only other method of handling this 
sewage would be by means of a system of mechanical 
filters, which would be expensive to install and 
which would require continual cleaning and care; 
and the cost of their operation, together with the 
cost of installation, would not, in my opinion, be 
warranted at the present time. 

It would appear that repairs to the sys~ 
tem as outlined in this report should first of ali 
be carried out, and provided ordinary care is ex- 
ercised in the maintenance of the septic tank I do 
not consider that further trouble will be exper- 
fenced, but should it be found that after another 
five or six years the same condition ocours, then 
the department oan consider the advisability of 
installing mechanical filters.

on March 25th I was advised by Mr. webb, 
our District Chief mngineer of Vancouver, that he had 
received a request from Mr. vitehburn for an invest- 
igation into the condition of the sewage visposal 
System at the Kamloops Hesidentiel school. This 
investigation was made by Mr. Tredcrort and the 
report has been received which is enclosed herewith. 


You will note that Mr. Trederoft states 
that in his opinion, the necessity for these repairs 
is due to the tact that the septic tank was not 
cleaned at proper intervels. The repairs and improve- 
ments recommended will cost from $500. to $16UU. 
depending on the damage which has resulted and 
which can only be determined when the disposel beds 
are exposed. It is recommended that a competent 
contractor be employed, under Mr. Tredcroft's super- 
vision,on the cost-pius basis, to make such repairs 
and improvements as are considered necessary.

While visiting Kamloops Indian Kesidential School 
yesterday, the Principal, Rev. John Duplanil, 0O.M.I., pointed 
out to me the difficulty ne is experiencing in the matter of 
storage for fruit and vegetables, and school supplies, such 
as large quantities of canned goods, soap, etc. 


They use, approximately, six tons ofpotatoes per 
month alone, and, of course, other vegetables in proportion. 
tie wishes to buy avout fifteen tons of apples at this time 
of tne year for winter use. The storage provided when the 
school had 100 pupils is now inadequate, as the number of 
children at present in school is about 250, besides a larger 
staff. 


The Rev. Principal wishes an appropriation of about 
$500.00 to make an addition to the store rooms. After inves- 
tigating the situation, I am of the opinion that tiuis request 
is reasonable, and wish to recommend that the Department assist 
to provide extra storage to that extent.

Let me thank you for your telegram approving of Father Duplanil's 
appointment to Kamloops. 

In a previous commnication you have spoken of Kamloops Indian 
Residential School as being the,most important Catholic school in British 
Columbia.I quite realize this*have endeavored to give you as its prihoipal, 
one of the most capable managers at my disposal. 

Writing from Kamloops,Fr Duplenil finds the school ina sount fi-~- 
nancial condition,but regrets that there are only one hundred chikdreh\iy 
attendance. This is due,he thinks,to a variety of causes,the chief one beins 
@ general feeling of unrest among the Indians of the Kamloops district. 

Referring to the last quarterly returns of Fr McGuire which were 
sent back,and only $4000.00 paid instead of $5142.50;Fr Duplanil says that 
his predecessor had a way of his own in granting holidays,and it is not easy 
to know how he stood. Nevertheless he sincerely believes that the greater 
part of the balance is honestly due the school.This being the case,I will 
ask you in this connection to deal as generously as you can with the new 
principal.At this time,support from your Department will be of great en- 
couragement to him,and a pledge of ypur confidence. 

With regard to your promise to ask Parliament for an appropria 
tion to complete the fine building at Kamloops,I need not say what satis- 
faction this has given us.Further delay in finishing the School,to my mind 
and in the opinion of others,would be almost disastrous.Certainly until 
the building is completed,the school can never be run successfully,and the 
sae the work is postponed,the more I fear conditions will go from bad

At your request T have recently examined the sanitary 
eonditions at your school and find as follows:- 


The recreation room for the younger boys is the old 
laundry which is most {nadequate and most unsanitary. The 
wood about the floor is water-soaked and the surrounding 
soil is saturatei with the agoumulation of years. It is most 
unsanitary besides being very s014 in winter. The younger 
boys going from this room to the heated dormitories of the 
new building where they sleep are 8 tected to conditions 
very detrimental to their health, and we have had experience 
of numerous infections, golds, bronchitis and pneumonia 
during the past winter. 


The dormitories and school room of the older boys con- 
sists of two buildings which are sours Ly improvement 01 
the old laundry. They are cold in wi and absolutely un- 
suitable for the purposes for which ay intended. I 
lookei over the wash-roon of the dormitories yesterday which 
is decidely dilapiiatei and unsanitary atate, 


Besides this, these old buildings have outside toilets 
which are in a tumble-down, rotten condition; the soil about 
them is saturated with sewerage and the stench from is unbear- 
able. These toilets are a distinct menace to the health of the 
children and not at all in keeping with the appointments of a 
modern school. I would adviee that these te demolished at 
once and some new arrangements made. 

During the past year we have had a suocession of infections 
in the school which it is impossible to eradicate in the 
presence of such unsanitary conditions,

At the time of my visit there were 292 
children in the school. Their health has been very good 
up to date, with the exception of two diphtheria cases, 
(mild) which did not spread, owing to the care of the 
principal in conjunction with the medical officer. All 
the children were inoculated. The children were going to 
have potatoes and stew for Supper. Everything was clean 
and tidy. Fire drill is carried out satisfactorily\ 


The new agent, Mr. Ferguson, accompanied me, 
and we went over all the school and outhouses, such as barns, 
etc., and made an inspection. ‘The Principal has greatly 
improved the school grounds, etc., and made all tidy, but 
it has necessitated a tremendous lot of work, 


The inmanual training has been very successful, 
and an extension to the building used for Same, is being 
built. The boys are now doing most of this work around the 
school, 


The survey of the school land has, I 
understand, just been completed.

The IMPLEMENT SHED was blown into the river during.a sto 
last September and became a complete loss. I am informed that one 
car load of lumber to the value of about $3550.00 will be necessary 
if the boys are to rebuild the implement shed and construct a piggery, 
which is badly required. I am under the impression that there is no 
way of avoiding the building of these sheds and have, therefore, to 
recommend the sanction of the expenditure of the above sum. The boys 
ought to be able to build the implement shed and pisgery with the help 
of their teacher of Manual Training and the farm staff.

Kitchen: The Sisters keep this kitchen in beautiful condition. The 
roof leaks all around the walls of the kitchen, I do not know if 
anything can be done to remedy this condition. The floor of the 
kitchen - 36 ft. by 27 ft. - should have some sort of efficient 
covering. I should like to suggest that the Department supply the 
school with a heavy Battleship Linoleum with a cork lining underneath, 
fhis will save the Sisters from the trouble to their feet from which 
they are now suffering from continuous walking on the hard floor. 


Laundry: All the belting and the machinery appears to me to be well 
guarded. The Principal requests the supply of one 7 foot Semi-Rotary 
Washing liachine with the necessary electric motor to work it. I 
understand that the Western Washing Machine made or sold by Gollighty 
Brothers of Vancouver and costing about 550.00 is the type that will 
work with the present equipment. About three thousand articles zo 
through the laundry weekly. I am inclined to recommend the supply of 
the Washing Machine requested by the Principal.

On Sept. the 26th 1929 I received from Ottawa 
a letter which read as followS:«.+.+-"Materials with which 
to work, texts and benches have been directed to you and the 
Devt. wishes to make this phase of the school activity a 
real success. Please let me know what has been done and 
what is required to make the work as efficient as POSSAD1O eeee" 


Tater on I had the following letteree.."” Whenever 
it is possible to increase the efficiency (of the manual 
school) you should not hesitate to address a letter to the 
Deptecesee” Both communications were signed by Mr. J.D. MeLean, 
asst. Deputy and Secretary. 


As you know, I have not asked and therefore I have 
not received. In preparing my work for the coming year, I 
find that I need a car load of mixed lumber, the approximate 
cost being $350.00. This material is to be used for building 
pig pens, implement shed and other out buildings. I do not 
know of any work more oractical for our children. Last year 
they built an up to date chicken house (without any help from 


the Dept.) they painted the barn (no help from the Dept.) and 
built a great deal of the furniture used in the buildings. 

I wish to know how far you ar willine to go in recommending 
this matter of help to the Indian Devt. I understam that 
Captain Barry recommended the purchase of lumber for the 
school. His report will show his ovinion on the matter. 


The manual school has been very practical and very 
successful, but I cannot make it as efficient and practical as 
I wish unless further assistance be sciven me by your Dept.

Dear Sir:- 


I have a request from Rev. John Duplanil,O.M.I., 
Principal of Kamloops Indian Residential School, to the 
effect that the cesspool at the School is in a dangerous 
condition as a menace to health, and that something be 
done immediately to remedy the matter. 


I have visited the school and found that the 
cesspool had been overlowing and things were in a very 
messy state. Since then the sludge has been cleaned out 
and hauled away. After this was done, it was found that 
the automatic suction valve was out of order, and this 
will likely have to be replaced at a cost of $30.00. 
While this will relieve the situation somewhat, the main 
trouble will still continue which is, from all minions, in 
the disposal beds which have been clogged with sediment, 
and the liquid, instead of draining away into the ground, 
is forced back through the overflow pipe. 


fo overcome this there are two alternatives. One 
is to dig up and clean out the rain tiles in the disposal 
bed. The other is to make a cut of about twenty to twenty 
five feet down into gravel beds which underlie the sand in 
which the present disposal beds were laid, but I think that 
this is a matter for an engineer to look into and report on, 
and I would ask that it be referred to the Water Power and 
Reclamation Service. 


I have in the office here, a report on the pro- 
posed repairs to this system, by B.H. Tredcroft, late of 
the above service, which I am quoting hereunder inasfaras 
the present situation is concerned. 


Proposed repairs to system. (April 3,1930) 


“ In view of thefact that without taking up the 
drain tile it is impossible to tell exactly how much of 
this system is blocked, it is not possible to give an exact 
estimate of what the cost of repairs to this system will be. 


Should it be found after these tiles had been ex- 
posed that the entire system is blocked, then the cost of 
repairing same would probably amount to $}2,00. but should 
the blocking of these pipes have taken place y at or 
close to the point where they leave the main sewer pipe, the 
cost of repairs will be considerably 1oa yy

I would therefore recommend that a competent 
sewerage contractor be employed under the supervision of 
this office on a cost-plus basis to expose and repair 
that part of this drain tile system which may be necessary, 
and that in addition to these repairs the tank be thoroughly 
cleaned out and overhauled, and an auxiliary 6" diameter 
vitrified pipe be installed from a point immediately above 
the tank to the centre af the garden, which pipe would act 
as a by-pass in the future for any repairs to the system 
that may require to be undertaken, and which would permit 
work being carried on on this system without sewage facili- 
ties in the school being interfered with. 


‘fhe cost of installation of this additional pipe, 
together with a conerete diversion chamber, valves, etc., 
would amount to $400.00, and the total cost would therefore 
be $400.00 plus the cost of cleaning out the drain tile, 
which might vary from $100 to $1,200. 


“ I would point out that this school is located 
in a particularly difficult situation as far as sewage 
dispésal is concerned. It is on the extreme edge of the 
river With the ground sloping only one way. The Depart- 
ment of Health will not permit the sewage to be drained 
into the river, owing to the fact that the City of Kamloops 
obtains its water supply a short distance downstream. The 
depth of the foundaitions of the school and the low eleva- 
tion at which the drainage pipes leave the school building 
make it impossible to direct the flow of sewage in any 
direction other than the one in which it has already been 
carried, end the nature of the soil, which is a sandy 
gravel (mostly sand) makes it impossible to guarantee 
that these beds will not become cloggea after five or six 
years unless great care is taken in the operation of the 
septic tank. 


In addition to the above, the sewage in the 
school carries a large proportion of soap (from the school 
paths) which is very difficult to handle satisfactorily 
in disposal beds. 


The only other method of handling this sewage 
would be means of a system of mechanical filters, which 
would be expensive to install and which would require con- 
tinual cleaning and care; and the cost of their operation, 
together with the cost of installation, would not, in my 
opinion, be warranted at the present time. 


It would appear that repairs to the system as 
outlined in this report should first of all be carried 
out, and provided ordinary care is exercised in the main- 
tenance of the septic tank I do not consider that further 
tpouble will be experienced, but should it be found that 
after another five or six years the same condition occurs, 
then the Bepartment can consider the advisability of in- 
stalling mechanical filters. " 


In the above report, in paragraphs 3 and 8, 
mention is made of an auxiliarry by-pass pipe at a cost 
of $400.00. This pipe wes installed some time ago, and 
at present being used to pass the sewage by the septic 
tanks..

Before closing, I would like to impress 
the Department with the fact that this repair work 
will have to start in sufficient time to allow com- 
pletion before the opening of the School on August 
29th next, otherwise, for sanitary reasons, the 
school would have to remain closed.

I wish to refer to your 2543-W"A" of October

po Be years ago. At that time, the by-pass was in- 
stalled. 


The local Indian agent reports that the disposal 

Plant is out of order. It appears that the auto- 
matic suction valve needs replacing ani that the disposal 
beds are clogged. He writes in part as follows: "To over- 
Come this, there are two alternatives. One is to dig up 
and clean out the drain tiles in the Gisposal beds. The 
other is to make a cut of about 20 to 25 feet down into 

1 beds which underlie the sand in which the present 
Eisposal beds were laid, but I think that this is a 
matter for an engineer to investigate". 


At present the by-pass is being used, but it 
ie very urgent that the disposal plant be put in good 
condition at the earliest possible date. Will you please

I am enclosing herewith Vouchers 285-32, in the sum 
of $10.41 in favour of 3.C. Blectric Railway, and 286-32 in 
favour of Rev. John Duplanil, Principal, Kamloops Indian Resi- 
dential School. 


These expenditures Were of an emergent nature, and 
were made in connection with the high tension wire, which 
crosses the South Thompson River and carries electric current 
from the B.C. BZlectric Railway Company to Kamloops Indian Resi- 
dential School, and is school property. 


Owing to the high water and the slack which had worked 

into the sag of the wire, there was not enough clearance to 
@llow a steamboat, the "C.R. Lamb" to pass under the wire, and 
while she was maneuvreing to get by, her smokestack caught the 
wire and stretched it down to within a few feet of the wire. 
As the wire was carrying a current of some 2000 volts, a man 
was put to work as guard to keep small boats and others away 
from the wire until the B.C. Blectric were able to bring ina 
crew and equipment to make the necessary repairs. 


In this connection, I do not think that the Department 
has any claim for the cost of repairs against the owners of the 
boat as the thompson River is a navigable stream, and the boat 
would likely be built according to the specifications required 
by the Department of Marine and Fisheries. The ovmers of the 
boat claim that the height of the boat from the water line to 
the top of the smokestack at the time of the accident, was 33% 
"eet, Which does not seem to be out of reason. 


In view of the past accident and the present height 
of this power line, I woulda be obliged if you could obtain for 
me the regulations governing the height of transmission lines 
across the North and South Thompson Rivers.

Inspection of Sewage System, 
Kamloops Indian Residential 
School. 
In accordance with your instructions, 
I inspected the above mentioned system on July 
28th and 29th and beg to report thereon. 
fhis system was installed originally 
in 1924 for the disposal of sewage from the 
school and to provide for an ultimate population 
of 250 persons. Until 1929 the system seems 
to have functioned in a satisfactory manner although 
it was badly neglected. In 1930 the system was 
overhauled and put in good repair and it appears 
to have given satisfaction until this year. 
As described in previous reports, the 
system consists of a two chamber septic tank 
with the necessary disposal beds. A by=pass valve 
and pipe line installed in 1930 permits the 
direct discharge of sewage to pits situated on 
the farm near the school. Drainage water from 
the school laundry is carried through a separate 
pipe line direct to the land in the school orchard. 
Early this summer the septic tank was 
cleaned and it was found the Anthes Syphon Valve 
in the septic tank was broken due to corrosion. 
How long it had been in this condition is unknown 
but it is possible that it had been out of order 
long enough to again result in the disposal beds

of slightly over 300 persons. This care must 
include the following:- 
1. Cleaning of septic tank at least once 
every three months. 


2. Clean of grease traps in building 
at least twice each week. 


3. Prevention of newspaper and other deleter- 
ious material being put into sewage system. 
To ensure the septic tank being cleaned 
frequently, it seems advisable to supply a small 
portable power driven trash pump. Such a pump 
unit could be procured for about $160.00. With 
@ power pump there is more likelihood of this 
work being frequently carried out as the present 


system of hand cleaning is laborious and noxious. 


REC OMMENDATIONS FOR FUTURE CONSIDERATION 
Should the system after a fair trial 


be still found to give trouble it will then be 
advisable to consider one or both of the follow- 
ing proposals or to consider the replacement of 
the present system by an expensive mechanical 
disposal plant. 

1. Soap, fats and oils from the kitchens 
of the school are to a certain extent caught in 
grease traps below the sinks but undoubtedly 
the waste water still contains a heavy percentage 
of such substances. ‘fhis soap, fat and grease 
interferes with the proper digestion of the sludge 
in the septic tank and also forms a film over 
the inside of the land tile of the disposal beds 
thus preventing the ready seepage of the effluent 
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to the soil. If this kitchen waste water was 
diverted to the laundry waste disposal system 

4t would thus relieve the septic tank and disposal 
beds. To make this diversion would necessitate 
the installation of 400 feet of 3-inch pipe from 
the kitehen to the sump pit where the pump now 
used in connection with the laundry waste water 
system is located. ‘This waste water would then 
be passed to the school orchard with that from 

the laundry.. fo install this pipe and the necess~ 


ary valves would cost some $600.00. 


2e As the present system has already to 
accomodate an excess of 25% over its designed 
capacity the installation of a second septic tank 
unit with the necessary disposal beds might 
well be considered in the near future. This 
second unit would be contiguous and parallel 
to the present one and of similar design. The 
cost of installing this unit would be approximately 
$3,000.00. 


CONCLUSION 

The question of installing a mechanical 
disposal system has not received serious consid=

Mr. Corbould further advises that he has been informed 
by the Principal of the school that the tank is now worke 
ing in a satisfactory manner although he stresses the 
point that at the moment the children are not yet back 
at school. The cost of installing thie valve wes $40, 
and I would be pleased if you would advise me as to 
whether the account should be paid from our advance for 
Indian General Surveys or will a separate advance cover 
expenses incurred in connection with this work."

In this respect, I wish to report that 4 
bird had built a nest in the cross-arms on the top 
of one of the poles of the line, and owing to wet 
weather and friction, a short circuit Was made, 
causing the pole and wires to catch fire. this 
happened on the evening of November 2lst, and owing 
to the necessity of their supply of light and power 
for the school, 4 repair crew was ordered by the 
Principal ,from the 8.C. Blectric Company. Temporary 
repairs were made that evening, and the work ordered 
completed next day, by myself. 


In this regard, I am enclosing a clipping 
from a local paper, in which a kingfisher is referred 
to as the culprit. The paper was in error, as a 
kingfisher, I think, generally builds his nest in a 
clay bank. However, it was a large bird of some sort. 


In view of the circumstances, I trust that 


this report will be favourably received anda the account 
paid.

I wish to refer you toa report,dated August 
3rd last, by Mr. G.H. Whyte of the Dominion Water Power 
Branch, in connection with the sewage system at Kamloops 
Indian Residential School of this Agency. 


In this report, certain recommendations were 
made for repairs to the present system. One was the ad- 
visability of installing a gmall portable, power driven 
trash pump, at a cost of $160.00, which was to be used 
for the cleaning of the septic tank at least once every 
three months. 


Up to the present, no further word has been 
received by me or the Rev. Principal regarding this pump, 
and today, Rev. Father John Duplanil informed me that the 
tank requires immediate cleaning, and the only way to 
assure the cleaning being done in a sanitary way, and to 
protect the health of the children was by use of a pump. 
He also further advised me that should he have to clean 
the tank by baling with buckets which would create a 
smelly and unhealthy mess, he would not be wsponsible 
should typhoid fever break out amongst the children. 


I quite agree with the Rev. ¥ather in his re- 
quest for this pump, as I have been at the tank when it 
was cleaned by baling with buckets, and it was more than 
I could understand how the men employed could stand the 
stench and filth in connection with the work. The chil- 
dren also have to put up with this, as it is in the 
centre of their playground, while the staff get their 
share with a favourable wind. 


In view of this necessity for this expenditure, 
I would ask that the Department please wire the necessary 
authority.

The Department is in receipt of the report of 
the engineer of the Public Works Department on his in~- 
spection of the boilers at the Indian residential school, 
Kamloops, B.C. The Department is pleased to note that, 
generally speaking, the whole of the plant is kept in 
good condition. 


With reference to boiler No. 43711, the engineer 
recommends that the steam gauge be renewed, at a cost of 
approximately $10. He states that the glass front of 
the steam gauge on thie boiler and also on boiler No. 
43710 was broken and that moisture and dust had cot in- 
side end spoiled the interior mechenism, The school 
authorities should at once arrange to have the steam 
gaugee on these boilers renewed, and you will see that 
this is done, 


The engineer further etates the blow down pipes 
of these boilers are in fair condition, but are connected 
together and have no check valve between each and the 
boiler, which is a dangerous method in case anyone is 
working around one of the boilers and the blow down valve 
ie left open and the other one is blown down, the boiling 
water would blow back into the empty boiler and burn the 
one working in the boiler which is being cleaned. These 
pipes will need renewing in the near future, and when it is 
done check valver must be installed. You should draw 
this matter to the attention of the Principal, and he 
should in due course have check valves inetalled. 


Regarding boiler No. 43794, which supplies steam 
to the school laundry, the engineer states that, if a 
reducing valve was installed on this machine end 100 
pounds carried on the boiler, it would increase the 
efficiency of the laundry plant. This matter should 
also received the consideration of the Principal.

The Department is in receipt of a report from 
the Dominion Water Power and 'ydrometric Bureau, with 
reference to the recent visit of Mr. W. C. Warren to the 
Kamloops Indian Residential School, in connection with 
the septic tank. This report reads in part as follows:- 


"The pump was not used, the sewage being 
allowed to run down to the garden by way of the 
by-pass. The Indian Agent suggests that the pump 
be returned to Messrs. Pumps & Power and a refund 
obtained. Apparently, the school authorities do 
not care to use it." 


It is presumed that the above refers to the 
syphon, the purchase of which was authorized by official 
wire of November 8th, last, and payment for which was 
made on receipt of your voucher 12-335, for $81.85, on 
January 27th, last. If the school authorities do not 
intend to use this pump, the Department wishes you to 
communicate with Messrs. Pumps & Power, 40 Cordova St. 
East, Vancouver, and see if arrangements can be made to 
have it returned and a refund obtained. Please advise 
what action you take in this matter. 


For your information, I may add that the 
Department is again communicating with the Dominion Water 
Power and Hydrometric Bureau, regarding the sewage dis- 
posal system at the Kamloops School. From the report 
received, it appears that, in order to insure the dis- 
posal system functioning with the least trouble, it will 
be necessary to inour an expenditure of approximately 
$1,650. As our Appropriation has been reduced, it will 
not be possible to consider such a large expenditure. 
However, we are requesting the Dominion Water Power & 
Hydrometric Bureau to give the matter further consider- 
ation, with a view to ascertaining if temporary measures 
could be taken to improve the sewage system at 4 con- 
siderably less cost than the amount mentioned above.

It is noted that, in order to have a disposal 
sydtem that will function with the least trouble and 
with the least possibility of contaminating the domestic 
water supply of the adjoining municipality, it will be 
necessary to incur an expenditure of approximately $1650. 


I regret that, owing to the fact that our 
Appropriation for the fiscal year 1933-34 has been con- 
siderably reduced, this Department is not in a position 
to authorize an expenditure of the amount mentioned. 


As a matter of fact, the Department has only 
$500 available for the fiseal year 1933-54 for necessary 
repairs ani improvements at the Kamloops School. I 
would appreciate 4f you would arrange to have your 
engineer give this matter further consideration. Pos- 
sibly, the suggestion contained in the second paragraph 
of Mr. Warren's report would meet the situation for the 
present and, 4t is noted, would not involve any heavy 
expenditure. 


It is also noted that the pump which has been 
recently supplied has not been used, and the Indian 
Agent is being written and instructed to make arrange - 
ments for returning this to the firm from which it was 
purchased, provided the school authorities do not intend 
to use it. Possibly our Agent did not purchase & 
suitable pump, and you might request Mr. farren to 
indicate if he considers some other make of pump is 
necessary.

In further reference to my letter of January 16 
last regarding the sewage disposal system at the Kamloops 
Indian residential school, I enclose a report received from 
Mr. Webb in this connection resulting from a visit by Mr. 
Warren during the first week in March. 


It will be noted that the system is not func- 
tioning satisfactorily in so far as the septic tank is con- 
cerned and that this is due to the rapid rate of the passage 
of sewage through the tank. 


Owing to the fact that the water supply intake 
of the City of Kamloops is downstream from the school site, 
septic tanks are the only available means for disposing of 
sewage from this institution.For this reason it becomes nec- 
essary to have a disposal system that will function with the 
least trouble and with the least possibility of contaminating 
the domestic supply of the adjoining municipality. It will 
be noted that Mr. Warren recommends the construction of an 
additional tank unit and re-arrangement of sewer pipes to 
provide for a slower rate of flow through the disposal sys- 
tem. The estimated cost of this work is $1650. 


Mr. Webb concurs in this recommendation and aske 
that the matter be given early consideration.

Memorandum to Mr. Webb; 
Kamloops Industrial School, 
Septic Tank. 


In reference to the above it has been 
necessary to clean out the septic tank again at 
the school owing to the solid matter being carried 
into the second chamber. This was completed just 
before I arrived in Kamloops. The pump waw not 
used, the sewage being allowed to run down to the 
garden by way of the by-pass. The Indian Agent 
suggests that the pump be returned to Messrs. Pumps 
& Power and a refund obtained. Apparently the 
school authorities dc not care to use it. 


It appears to me that the septic tank 
has not sufficient capacity now that the school 
population is in excess of 300. I have suggested 
to the Indian Agent that an extension of the by- 
pass between the two chambers in a downward direction 
about 15 inches would stop for a time at least the 
conveyance of solids through the tank and also 
that an extension of the inflow pipe about the same 
amount would prevent the disturbance of the surface 
to the same extent as at present occurs. ‘These 
alterations if made of a temporary nature wuld 
not be costly. They might help to stimulate ‘the 
present very slow rate of conversion. 


The present capacity of the septic tank, 
less than 20 lions per head per day, does not 
correspond with the actua. rate of sewage flow which 
is nearer 50 gallons per head per day. Asa result 
of the lack of capacity the rate of ch e of the 
settling or liquefying chamber is from to 3 times 
daily, and should normally be one change for best 
results. 


Until one year aso the present septic tank 
was operating satiefactorily. ‘The increase in pop- 
ulation from 250 to over 300 regently has overtaxed 
the capacity of the tank to operate satisfactorily 
and it has now developed into considerable of a 
nuisanee for the school authorities and will become 
more so when the warm weather arrives. The tank was 
cleaned out in the early pert of Yecenber last and 
again about the first week of March. From my recent 
observations it is safe to say that little, if any, 
bacterial development takes place, due in my opinion 
to the high rate of inflow which disturbes the sur- 
face, and to the rapid rate of flow through the tank. 


I would suggest that an edditional unit 
of the same capacity be provided so that the sewage 
flow could be equally divided between the two tanks. 
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The capacity of the stem would then be suffic- 
{ent to provide for e present population at 

a rate of about 40 ,allons per head per day. Some 
slight changes would be required in the layout of 
the sewage pipedines to allow for the equal 
division offflow and for disposal of the effluent. 


In regard to the sewage disposal beds. 
I was unable to examine them as the ground still 
remains frozen. I have, however, requested the 
Indian Agent to inspect the tile so soon as cir- 
cumstances permit. 


The cost of providing an addi tional tank 
unit and re-arrangement of pipes has been estiin- 
ated at $1650. Wo outlay for the filter beds is 
4neluded in this estimate as without examination 
it ie impossible to say in what condition they are 
in. If in good shape now no further extension 
would be required. 


It has been suggested that by the diver- 
sion of drainage from the kitchens and boiler rooms 
less unnecessary flow would pass through the tank, 

that ig true, but I am doubtful if the amount 
diverted would be sufficient to reduce the amount 
going to the septic tank to a quantity well within 
its capacity. 


The difficulty about disposing of sewage 
by means of septic tanks in institutions such as 
the Kamloops School is that there is no regularity 
of flow, but rather a concentrated flow about three 
times daily, which is each time in sufficient 
quantity to almost exactly displace the contents 
of the tank, thus allowing only a very short inter- 
val of time for bacterial actions

The septic tank for the disposal of sewerage 
is not giving satisfaction now, and has to be frequently 
cleaned out. I think the trouble is that this tank was 
built for a capacity of 250 people, and counting the 
staff, there are about 300 people at the school. A large 
quantity of water is used, and I think, owing to this 
strong flow and overtaxing of its real capacity, the 
bacteriological action necessary in a septic tank is not 
getting a chance to work. As it happened that Mr. Warren, 
Engineer of the Dominion Water Power Branch was here, 1 
drew his attention to the matter which, in short, is that 
this tank is now not working as a septic tank, but more 
like an ordinary cesspit. I asked him to report the 
matter to his Chief, Mr. Webb. iy personal opinion is 
that the feasible solution is the building of another 
septic tank alongside, with a division in the main pipe 
from the building, so that the flow will be halved into 
each tank. Failing that, perhaps the diversion of 
some of the waste water from the kitchens, dairies, etc.,; 
might help lessen the strain on the existing tank.

On August 19th a report was forwarded 
to you on inspection of sewage system, Kamloops 
Indian Residential School, deted August 3rd, 
by Mr. G.H.Whyte. This report contained several 
recommendations, one of which,being the install- 
ation of a new syphon valve, was immediately 
authorized and completed. 


Later, on the 10th of November, I 
received a telegram from Mr. Indian Agent Ferguson 
asking me to inspect a trash pump ordered for 
the school from the local firm of Pumps & Power, 
Vancouver.e Upon inspection the pump was found 
to be unsuitable for the handling of raw sewage. 
An ejector pump was substituted on trial and 
used to clean out the septic tank early in 
vecember, under the supervision of Mrei/.C. 
Warren of our staff. the septic tank when 
cleaned out at the first of vecember was found 
to be out of order, due to the blocking of the 
sereened passage between the syphon and settling 
chambers, which caused the settling chamber to 
fill and overflow into the syphon chamber. This 
situation was, of course, unsatisfactory. 


fhe screened passage was cleaned out 
and at present the tank is functioning satis- 
factorily. You will note Mr. Warren suggests 
the tank be cleaned out at least twice a year 
under ordinary operating conditions. 


I am enclosing his memorandum in dup- 
licate dated the 3rd inste reporting his findings. 


You will note it is suggested a basin 
be developed at the foot of the garden which should 
be fencec off and used as a bed to receive the 
sludge which may be used for fertilizer. 


This latter may be done through the 
local officials of the Department of Indian Affairs.

Memorandum to Mr. Webb; 


Ret Kamloops Industrial School, 
Septic Tank. 


I visited the above school December 
and to 7th and with a man supplied by the 
Indian Agent had the septic tank cleaned out 
using for this purpose an ejector pump pur- 
chased by the Vepartment of Indian Affairs. 


The septie tank was found to be not 
in working order due to the blocking of the 
screened passage between the settling and 
syphon chambers. fhis stoppage caused the 
settling chamber to fill up completely before 
allowing a flow to take place through the over- 
flow passage between the two chambers, by which 
means a large percentage of solids passed to 
the syphon chamber. Normally the settling chamber 
should remain only about 75% full, overflowing 
to the syphon chamber by means of the screened 


passages 


The accumulation of soli s in the syphon 
chamber congests the passages for the movement 
of liquid sewage and eventually clogs the 
sewage disposal beds. Unfortunately the ground 
had frozen solid at the time of my visit making 
an examination of the disposal beds impossible. 
As the plant has operated successfully since clean- 
ing 1 do not believe a very great amount of solids 
got into the disposal beds. It would be desirable 
to have an examination made of the disposal beds 
to determine to what extent solids have been carried 
there so soon as the ground thaws sufficiently. 


Disposal of Sludge 


Due to the extremely cold weather during 
the cleaning operation the material from the septic 
tank was pumped into the by-pass sewer line from the 
school and allowed to run down to the foot of the 
garden about five hundred or six hundred feet from 
the school. #his procedure should not be carried 
on regularly as an acceptable method of disposing 
of the sludge. It would be preferable to have a 
wide shallow pond created in the garden at the end 
of the by-pass pipe so that the sludge would be con- 
fined to one location. A pond about 30 feet wide by 
50 feet long would provide ample accomodation for 
the colleation of the material pumped out of the septic 
tank. The area should be dyked with stout banks 
about two feet high and fenced. ‘This sludge is of a 
harmless nature and all offensive odor disappears 
after a few hours of exposure to sun and air and may 
be used successfully as a fertilizer. 


Gleaning of ‘tank 


fhe septic tank including the passage- 
ways for the movement of sewage through the chambers 
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should be cleaned at leasttwice a year. While 

it is possible for the tank to operate longer 
without cleaning, the passage of the liquid part 
through the congested tank after six months would 
increase in rapidity eventually resulting ina 
flow of undigested solids to the disposal beds. 


Operation of “ump 


The pump provided for cleaning the sep tic 
tank worked satisfactorily. Some large solids 
which are bound to accumulate in such a receptacle 
could not be handled by the pump successfully. 

Some difficulty was also experienced due to the 
resence of small stones in the water line clogging 
he jetse The operation was however better than 

any other type of pump of reasonable cost which it 

is possible to supply. 


fhe difficulties in respect to stoppages 
may be overcome by screening. io prevent large 
size solida accumulating in the tank a large mesh 
screen may be placed in the by-pass box adjacent 
to the septic tank and cleaned every other day or 
so and in conneotion with the stones a screen, Crane 
No.986, Standard 2 inch, may be employed in the 
water line, 


The pump operates by means of the normal 
pressure of the water system. Additional power may 
besecured by using the water system supply pump to 
increase the pressure but is unnecessary. ‘the 
school fire hose is the medium employed to connect 
the pump to the water system by way of a fire 
hydrant within 200 feet of the septic tank and a 
valve on the pump is employed to stop the operation 
or start ite the pump will under favourable condit- 
ions, evacuate the septic tank in from four to five 
hours. 


Summary 

So soon as conditions will permit, an 
examination of the disposal beds should be carried 
out to determine to what extent solids have filled up 
the land tiles, so that if necessary they may be 
removed for cleaning. 


A basin or pond should be created at the 
foot of the garden and fenced off for the reception 
of sludge from the settling tank when found necessary 
to clean it. the septic tank should be cleaned 
twice a year. Screens as mentioned would make the 
cleaning operations by means of a pump less difficult.

With regard to the request of the Sec- 
retary in his letter of March 30th, that further 
consideration be given to the possibility of 
alterations to the existing septic tank as sugested 
in the second paragraph of Mr. Warren's report 
dated Mareh 10, 1935» be given. I wish to point 
out that the suggestions contained therein were 
offered to the Indian Agent with the recommendation 
that the changes be made when it is again found 
necessary to clean the septic tank, in order that 
the work be carried out as cheaply «s possible. 

It would not be advisable to anticipate that the 
suggested changes would overcome the aifficul ty 
encountered in connection with the disposal of 
sewaze at this institution. The only permanent 
solution may be founa in either reducin the quantity 
of sewage or augmenting the machinery to handle ite 


Means may be founda for reducing somewhat 
the flow of sewage of a harmless nature to the 
septic tank. The reduction would, however, be 
insufficient to »rovide the low rate of flow through 
the tank which is desirablee I will, however, have 
further consideration given to this problem at an 
early date and advise you of the findings. I 
presume that funds up to the extent of $500. are 
available for whatever improvement may be warranted 
by an expendi ture within that limite 


Regarding the pump purchased for the 
cleaning of the septic tank. Mr. Warren informs 
me that it is the most suitable for the work which 
may be purchased within a reasonable coste A 
power pump to pass solids of equal size, (slightly 
larger than 2"), to that which may be handled by 
the ejector pump purchased, would cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $750. on account of the large power unit 
recuired to operate ite 


The cost of the mechanical pump increases 
at a much greater rate than the increase in cap- 
acity,s measured in size of solids, owing to this

In reply I beg to advise that from Messrs. 
Marlatt & MacKenzie, of Kamloops, 3.C., I have been 
quoted a price of $355.00 delivered at the School, to 
cover the cost of the range required, namely, a 7 foot 
by 3 ft. extra heavy steel French range, with one fire 
box and two ovens, 2400 lbs., with high warming closet 
covering this range and the old range in the school, 
(seventeen feet in all). This cost does not cover the 
price of the stove pipe to.connect, nor the cost of the 
Plumbing that will be necessary when the present stove 
is shifted. I have been unable to obtain an estimated 
price of these two items of work and material from the 
local dealers, but would say that in this respect, the 
cost should not exceed $25.00, making a total of $360. 
in all. 


Since writing the Department on the 5th ulto., 
I again talked the matter of this additional new range 
for the school over with the Rev. Principal, and he was 
quite satisfied with my proposal as outlined in my let- 
ter to you as referred to above.

With reference to your letter of the 24th ulto., 
file 154-0-5, requesting a report from me in connection with 
a newerange for Kamloops Indian Residential School. 


In reply I beg to advise that for some time the 
authorities at the School have been complaining that the 
present range is not large enough for the present population 
of the school, and recently the Reverend Principal, Father 
Kennedy requested that at the first opportunity he would like 
me to havé@a look at it. 


Yesterday, I visited the School in company with 
Inspector Colonel Pragnell and went into the matter. 


Without doubt the present range is too small for 
the amount of cooking they have to do at present. When the 
range was installed, I think the intention was to provide 
for a population of only180. The present number, with the 
pupils ana staff, amounts to well over 500. 


The p ent ., which was made by the Albion 
Iron Works, has king of 10x 3f with one 
fire bof and three 
ears of service, if lining ane fire 


But, in view of its peing too small, as already 
stated, I w ould xecommend that another cooking unit of the 
same make and size, but with one fire box anda only two ovens 
be installed in addition to the present range. A new unit 
of this size would have & further cooking surface of 7x 3 
feet and would be sufficient to take care of the increased 
population since the old range was installed. In addition 
to this, a warmer along the full sever n fe 5f both the 

ran old and new range should also te installed.

In installing the new unit the ol ar will have 
shifted sidewise some four feet. This will entail 
iges of the piping for the hot water boilers at a corres- 

ding cost. 


I am having an estimate of the cost of the new

The sewage disposal system at Kamloops Residen- 
tial School is inadequate for present requirements. I believe 
the system was built for a maximum school population of two 
hundred and fifty. There are present at the school over three 
hundred, inclusive of the staff. This results in overworking 
the tank, and offensive odors as well as an unsanitary i 
condition of the playgrounds. 


The anserobic chamber is too small and consequent- 
ly the tank flushes a partially digested effluent. The dis- 
posal bed was placed three feet below ground surface as it was 
found that better drainage could be procured at this depth. As 
a result aerobic action which is necessary with a partially 
digested effluent is considerably slowed up. I believe that 
the present disposal bed would handle the effluent, provided 
that the anerobiec action had been complete on discharge of 
the tank. 

The disposal bed is laid in silt. The silt rune 
down and readily blocks the drainage pipes necessitating 
relatively frequent cleaning of the bed. 


The dairy drain pipe is blocked probably due to 
the large amount of fatty material which passes through it. 


I would make the following suggestions, which I 
believe would be the most ec.nomic in overcoming the present 
ineffeciencies of the system at the school: 


That a new anaerobic tank be installed between the 
present tank and the building to overflow into the present 
tank which discharges automatically. 

That when it is next found necessary to clean the dis- 
posal bed that the joints between the tile drains be covered 
with a heavy tar paper to avoid silting of the pipes. 

That the dairy drain pipe be cleaned and a grease trap 
installed to prevent the blocking of this system by fat.

The Blectric Light and rower are brought from 
the City of Kamloops. The voltage in this line is high of 
necessity, about 2000 volts. The wooden poles on which the 
wires are strung are very much worn, and might fall over 
at any time. Should one of these poles break off at the 
ground level, the place where they appear to me to be 
weakest, great inconvenience would certai tty result. I 
consider that the Department would be well advised to have 
a survey made of this Pole Line from the school to the 
city of Kamloops.

I wish to recommend that a proper floor 

covering be placed on the floor of the kitcnen. 
Battleship linoleum, 40 feet by 30 feet, is required. This 
is an urgent matter, as the present covering is in pieces. 
When laid it is most necessary that the edges of the 
linoleum be cemented down and bound with metal. It ought 
te be possible to wash this floor easily with a mop to 
keep the kitchen in a sanitary condition. 


LAUNDRY : This is a poor place for children to work under 

the present unsatisfactory conditions. When 
the water is emptied from two of the washing machines and 
from one set of tubs, it simply covers the floor to a depth 
of an inch or two till it makes its way out by a drain on 
the other side of the room. The children working here have 
to war gum boots all the time. With damp and steam, this 
is no fit place for children to work. I beg to recommend 
that a pipe be placed in the cement floor to carry into the 
drain the water from the two washing machines and the row 
of tubs. 


From the laundry the water runs into a cessppol, 
from which it is pumped out by an automatic. pump. This is 
a poor system. To remedy these poor conditions, as well as 
those mentioned below, under the heading of Laundry, I 
recommend the construction of a drain from the Dairy and 
from the Laundry, to take off all this water. This new 
drain should be carried right down the hill, away from the 
school buildings. It would be quite easy to dig and lay, 
and the fall towards the river is quite sharp. The boys 
could do much of the work. 


DALRY: The drain from the Dairy is blocked. I am in- 

formed that it never has worked well after the 
first six months. The Sisters have done their best to 
clean it out, without success. This drain is smelling 
and should certainly be cleaned out at once. This is an 
urgent matter.

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CHAP R W The shingles on the chapel roof 

in some cases should be replaced. 
The rain often appears to make its way into the interior of 
the chapel and run down the walls, thus spoiling the 
plaster. When the necessary work is done on the roof, the 
Walls inside will need to be repaired (plaster work) and 
Kaleomined. Looking from the ground, I believe that the 
water gets in under the last few rows of shingles, where 
they meet the metal with which the eaves are covered. 


DRAINAGE: The need for a drain from the laundry, in 

place of the present system, has been 
mentioned above. As the Principal reports that the Dairy 
ie filled with flies in summer or when closed up for a 
time, and that the smell from this Dairy drain becomes 
unbearable at times, it is very necessary that something 
be done at once to improve conditions. New drains from 
the Dairy and the Laundry would solve the difficulty. 
About $200.00 worth of pipe is required and authority to 
do the work, and the boys, under supervision, can dig 
and lay these drains. The main cesspvol is reported as 
too small and a source of trouble. Possibly it requires 
to be cleaned out. It should be examined by a qualified 
person.

fhe chemical fire extinguishers have all been 
properly filled. The inside fire hose, however, 
wants testing.

The storm windows of the building 
are badly in need of repair, and in some cases 
need re-glazing. 


The dormitories and class rooms were all clean 
and tidy, as were the bathrooms and toilets. 
However, the girls* toilets downstairs are most 
unsatisfactory, owing to the fact that al work 
on @ Single flush system, not automatick, and it 
necessitates someone climbing up a ladder to 
atart the flush each time one of the toilets 

is used,--a waste of water,-- or if this is not 
done each time, it means an unsanitary condition 
with a bad amell. This should be converted to 
individual closet flush. 


The outhouses, barns, styes, stables and cellars 
were ajl in very good shape and everything about 
the farm and grounds was well kept and tidy. Mr. 
Bann, the outside foreman, is to be congratulated. 


However, the cow barn is quite inadequate to 
contain the mumber of cows necessary to keep 
the school in milk and butter. Stalls for ten 
or twelve more cows are most necess' - This 
gchool has now got one of the finest Jersey 
berds in B.C.

with reference to the letter dated the 
Slet ultimo, which you received from J. A. Fraser, M.P.; 
relative to the request for the erection of a new barn 
at the Kamloops Indian Residential School, I would 
say that a communication was received today from the 
local Indian Agent, Mr- WwW. d. Ferguson, regarding the 
need for more barn espace tv provide accommodation for 
the cows. 


The barn now being used can accommodate 
22 cows. At the present time, the school is sheltering 
gome of the cattle in the implement shed, and it was 
found necessary to sell a number of good cows, which 
were needed for the milk supply at the school, as there 
was no place to keep them during the winter. The Agent 
states while it is true that the school requires more 
accommodation in this respect ami to double their 
present barn capacity, it would require a new barn a6 
large as the present one. He recommends the erection 
of a lean-to on the east side of the present barn, 
along its full length, with one row of stalls and a 
re-arrangement of the bull pens in the present build- 
ing into stalls for the cows and either arranging 
other accommodation for the bulls or erecting a small 
pbuilding apart from the cow parns for theme 


No estimate of the cost of the work 
recommended by the Agent has beengiven. He has 
suggested that he obtain the services of @ local 
builder to prepare an estimate and plans for the work. 
T may say that we have no funds available in the 
current year's Appropriation to cover the cost of any 
additional barn accommodation, nor has there been 
any amount for the purpose ineluded in our Estimates 
for the coming fiscal year.

bp In connection with a request from the Rev. 
Principal of Kamloops Indian Residential School, for 
certain improvements in respect to this school in 
general, I beg to submit my report as follows: 


: While from previous correspondence with the 
Department, l have arrived at the conclusion that the 
Department has very little funds available at the pre- 
sent time for expenditure in this connection, it is 
thought as well to report on this request so that some 
provision may be made from the appropriation for next 
fiscal year, to take care of the improvements deemed 
necessary. hile I have not included in my estimates 
for next year an amount large enough to cover the whole 
expenditure for all the improvements required, the fol- 
lowing amounts have been included for improvements and 
maintenance: 


Repairs building and maintenance §$500.00% 

Repairs machinery 100.00 IN hen 

Repairs Transmission line 300.00 
$900.00 


In dealing with the individual improvements 
applied for, I will report them in order of importance, 
quoting the request of the school authorities, followed 
by my comments in each respect. 


1. “Poles: The electric poles are in a very 
dangerous. state and should be replaced. Should 
any of them fall it might mean a great loss and 


at least great inconvenien e." 


Blectrical transmission line from south Thompson 
River to school. These repairs were reported on 
by me to the Department under date of April 27th, 
1933. Estimated cost at that time for alloting of 
funds $275.00. Owing to further deterioration 
during the lapse of time $75.00 should be included 
in this estimate making a total cost of $350.00. 


"Chapel Roof and Walis: Shingles should be repaired 
and painted. The rain goes through the roof and 
runs down the chapel walls. {The plaster is giving 
way. The walls are dirty and. should be repainted."

{he shingles on this roof have lifted in several 
places, which allows the rain to leak through and 
run down the Chapel walls. If this condition is 
allowed to exist, more shingles will be loosened 

by the wind, and the result is bound to be more 
damage. I would suggest that I be given permission 
to have a practical builder examine the walls and 
prepare an estimate. 


It is also necessary that some maintenance work 
be done to the roof of the main building in the 
way of painting and repairs to the shingles. In 
my estimate for this year I included a sum of 
$500.00 for this purpose, and this could be esti- 
mated on at the same time as the Chapel roof. 


Owing to faulty materials and workmanship by the 

) contractors, the mortar between the bricks in the 
Boys Building (new wing) is weathering and fal ling 
out, making the building drafty. This could also 
be examined at the same time, and an estimate pre- 
pared. All these estimates to be submitted to 
the Department with a further report. 


"Cess Pool: The main cess pool is too small and 
is always a source of trouble.* 


About a year ago, when Rev. Father John Duplanil 
Was in charge at the school, considerable trouble 
was experienced with this cess pool, which, a8 you 
know, led to investigation being made by the Domin- 
ion Water Power Engineers, and to considerable cor- 
respondence with the Department. fhe last word I 
have on file here in this respect, is under date of 
your letter of March 30th last, in wnica the Depart- 
ment referred to a report of the Dominion Water 
Power & Hydrometric Bureau, and also to thecost of 
the necessary repairs, in the amount of $1,650.00, 
and informed me that they were requesting the Domin- 
ion Water Power « Hydrometric Bureau to give the 
matter further consideration, with a view to ascer- 
taining if temporary measures could be taxen to 
improve the sewage system at a considerably less 
cost than the amount mentioned. Since then I have 
had no further word on the matter. 


However, during the past summer, and up until the 

resent, by giving the tank a thorough cleaning and 
flushing through the outlet valve at the base of 
the tank, while not functioning to the degree that 
is required, has been handling the sewage &s well 
as can be expected,in fact, 4s working much better 
than was expected following the trouble we had with 

this system & year ago. The main trouble now, @ 
in the past is the disposal of the fluid that is 
delivered from the tank and the sludge when the 
tank is flushed out every few months. Without 
doubt, the tiles in the disposal beds have become 
clogged to some extent, due to improper functioning 
of the tank, and chiefly a result of the time that 
the syphon walve Was out of out of order previous 
to a year ago. 
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Zhe Secretary. -5- Zanuary 27th, 1934. 


At the present time the surplus fluid that cannot 
be disposed of in the beds, and the sludge when 

the tank is cleaned, passes down through a pipe 
which empties some 300 feet below the tank on to 
the open ground,and I would suggest that a basin 

be erected at this point, either of concrete or 
timber, to catch the solids and liquids. fhe in- 
stallation of this basin can be considered.as per- 
manent works, as it will always be required to 
catch the sludge from the tanks when they are 
Cleaned out, which, as far as I can see would still 
be required every so often, possibly only once a 
year, even though the tank was enlarged and the dis- 
posal beds improved. 


The solids caught in the basin could be used for 
fertilizer, as well as improving the sanitary con- 
dition at this point. If this work could be done, 
I think that the enlarging of the tank and the im- 
provement of the disposal beds can ve left in 
abeyance for the time being, or until further funds 
are more easily obtained. However, before anything 
jj is done, I would prefer that the engineers of the 
/'Dominion Water Power & Reclamantion Service be con- 
Sulted and their opinion obtained on the matter. 


"Drains. The drain in the dairy floor has no outlet 
and never gave satisfaction. The dairy is filled with 
flies in summer and when closed the odor becomes une 
bearable. It is impossible to keep it fresh and clean. 


fhe drain from the laundry floor leads into a reser- 
voir which is emptied by an automatic pump. It would 
be much more satisfactory if this drain were connected 
to a drain from the dairy into a cessepool. At the 
Sane time more openings should be made in the laundry 
floor so that the children working there would not 
have to stand in running water all day." 


The condition exising in this respect in the dairy 
is, without doubt, unsanitary, and the cost to 
rectify the trouble would not amount to a great deal. 
The work would consist of digging a trench in which 
to lay a drain pipe deep enough to be below frost, 

a distance of 250 feet, the digging of a pit, say 
8*x 8° in the ground and cribbing it with logs, and 

I would suggest that this matter be referred to the 
Engineer of the Water Power Branch for a report and 
plans. 


“Irrigation Ditch. It is gradually cutting its way 
through the soil. It should have a layer of gravel 
and concrete. The cost has been stated to be about 
$1000.00," 


I am of the opinion that the School can overcome 
their trouble in this respect without lining their 
present ditch with concrete by extending their 
present delivery pipe from the pump to an elevation 
of from 10 to 20 feet above the present outlet, and 
by digging an entirely new main ditch, well above 
the old ditch, to irrigate their land east of the 
School. where they are having their present trouble. 
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fhe Secretary. January 27th, 1954. 


By doing this, they would somewhat increase their 
cultivable acreage, and I would recommend that tne 
Department refer the matter to the Dominion Water 
Power Branch for a report. 


“Barn. The present barn is built for only twenty- 
two cows. n order to have a sufficient supply 
during the whole year for the large number of 
children we have here, we should have from thirty 
five to forty milch cows. We are sheltering some 
of our cattle in the implement shed, andwe find 
ourselves forced to sell good cows which are 
greatly needed in a school of this size. We must 
sell them now while the price is low, as we have 
no place to keep them during the winter.“ 


While it is quite true that the school requires 
more accommodation in this respect, and to double 
their present barn capacity, it would require a 
new barn as large as the present one, and which 
would involve a larger expenditure at this time 
than the Department would be prepared to authorize. 
My suggestion therefore, in this respect, would 
be to build a lean-to on the east side of the pre- 
sent barn along its full hength, with one row of 
stalls, and to re-arrange the bull pens in the 
present barn into stalls for the cows, and either 
other accommodation for the bulls, or 
1 . ert from the cow barns 
If the Department is prepared to assist 
1001 in this connection, I would suggest 
I be instructed to have a local builder pre- 
pare an estimate and plans for this work for your 
further consideration. 


"Lend. For a school of this size we should have 
more land. That part < le reserve to the west 
of us, now rented to Chin: n would be of no 
value were it not for the fact that it 
irrigated from the school. Were we to 

gution it would be of no value. Did it 
theschool we would be able to mal sood 

as our system of irrigation brings the 

this land." 


In this respect, if my suggested improvement to 
the irrigation system is carried out as contained 
in this report, the area that can be cultivated 
will be somewhat increased, end I would advise 
thet this be left in abeyance for the present, or 
until such time as we have a report fromthe Engi- 
neers on the improvement to the irrigation system.

The Department is in receipt of the report of the 
Engineer, De ent of Public Works, Victoria, B.C., on his 
inspection, July, last, of the pollers and machinery at 
the Kamloops Indian Residential School. He reports as 
follows:- 


Boiler No. 43794 - After careful internal and external 
inspection, this boiler was found in poor 
condition. The Engineer states that thie boiler is much too 
small and is forced almost beyond ite capacity. He says that, 
after this season, it should be replaced with a new one, ae 
ite present condition is such that another year the allowable 
pressure will be so low that it would be useless for laundry 
purposes and will not warrant any expenditure for repairs. 


I would request that you submit a report regarding 
the matter of installing a new boiler next year and give an 
estimate of the cost involved. I shall be pleased to have this 
information at m early date, in order that, when our Estimates 
for the next fiscal year are being prepared, consideration can 
be ave to providing funds for the purpose of installing a 
new ler. 


Boiler No. 43710 - found in good condition. The Engineer 

recommends that the water gauge be raised 
1-1/2 inches, to give the tubes more coverage of water. The 
main stop valve is leaking quite badly and should be made tight. 
The fusible plug must be renewed. 


Boiler No. 43711 - found in very good condition. The Engineer 
states the steam gauge is 2 lbs. light and 


also that the fusible plug must be renewed and that the same 
feed water treatment must be continued. 


Please draw the recommendations of the Engineer to 
the attention of the Principal, and he should arrange to see 
that they are carried out. The Department understands that 
the certificates of inspection of these boilers have been for- 
warded to the Principal. He should see that they sre posted 
up in a prominent place in the boiler room at the school.

I have reported before that this boiler is much too small

With reference to your letter of February 13th 
last, file 154-0-5, in regard to repairs to Kamloops Indim 
Residential School, I am enclosing herewith an itemized 
list of repairs required, which I have prepared from an 
estimate submitted by James A. Gill of Johnston & Co. 


You will please note that I have,for reference, 
listed these repairs under separate headings and numbered 
them accordingly. 


In regards to expenditures in thie respect, I 
beg to make the following recommendations: 


Noel, otk sar a Chases: All ther epairs under 

this heading shou @ Carried out as soon as possible, 

and completed before winter sets in, at a total cost of 
$286.29. These repairs are very necessary on account of 
the leaky roof, from which there is bound to be fw ther 
damage to the interior, as soon as any amount of wet weather 
sets in. 


wet Dairy and Laundry: Item: Sterilizing room floor 
th cement slab, @tGe....seseeee + 0952640. 


The present floor in the sterilizing room of the dairy 
is of concrete, but was laid much too level, and does 
not allow the water or other liquids to drain away 
freely, and due to this it is proposed to lay a concrete 
slab over the present floor, with a good slope towards 
the sink hole, so that the floor can be easily acrubbed, 
and kept clean and free of moisture and filth. 
I : Drain from laund and sterilizing room,etc....$90.00. 
@ purpose o his oT is to carry the liquids from 
the sterilizing room, which at present has no hole other 
than a hole through the concrete to the earth below,which 
of course, does not allow the liquids to get away, and is 
always running over and flooding the floor, This same 
drain would also be connected up so as to drain the floor 
of the laundry shich at present is covered with from one 
to two inches of water on washdays. At present the water 
id delivered from the laundry to a drain system from the 
kitchen by an automatic pump, and with this system it is 
impossible to keep the floor dry, but with this proposed 
drainage by gravity, the difficulty now encountered should 
be overcome.

If the drain from the sterilizing room of the dairy 

and laundry is installed, it will be necessary to cut 
gutters into the present concrete floor of the laundry 
so as to drain all liquids to the outlet. The cost in 
respect to these three items totals $190.40, and I would 
recommend that the expenditure be made. 


I should say that while in your letter of Feby. 
13th lasty I was not instructed to submit an estimate on 
drains, I am fully confident that Mr. James A. Gill is 
fully competent in regard to the carrying out of this work, 
also that satisfactory works will be installed and that it 
will not be necessary to refer these works to the Dominion 
Water Power Engineers for their opinion. 


The painting of the lockers could wait for the 
present, or until funds are more readily obtained. 


Aeut Winky Boys' Side: This wing of the school is certainly 
n need of a gener ‘overhaul and re-decorating, but for the 
present the most necessary are:

ler Room: As in the case of the sterilizing room, no 
considers iagnirer given at the time of construction of this 
room to 4 installation of works for the proper drainage 
of this room, and in consequence, whenever the boilers are 
drained, the floor is a mess for days after. 


T.S. Arnell, engineer of the Department of Public 
Works, after inspection of the boilers at the school, in his 
report of August 3lst.,1955, states:"Attention should be 
given to the drains under the boiler room floor, as from ap- 
pearances, when they were laid they were only carried to the 
wall of the building and allowed to seep through the soil, 
which has now become clogged. If they werec arried to the 
nearest surface drain, about 100 feet good drainage would be 
obtained. This should not cost over $150.00, and then the 
boiler room floor could be kept dry, as at present water will 
stay for days, which is very injurious to the plant." 
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The Secretary. September 29th, 1934. 


In regard to Mr. Arnell's report, I am sure that 
he is wrong in that the surface drain could be used to carry 
away the liquids in this res;ect, as the floor of the boiler 
room is much too low for this, and the only practical drain 
that can be installed at a moderate cost is the drain pipe to 
@ sump pit as estimated on by Mr. Gill, at a cost of $69.10. 


Bast Wing iGirien): This wing is in a mch better state of 
repair t € west Wing or boys' wing, and at this time, I 
would only recommend that minor repairs be carried out, such 
as repairs to radiators and thelavatory doors, at a cost of 
$25.0C. The balance of the repairs to be given consideration 
at some future date. 

7. Barn: These repairs couldwait until consideration is 
given to this school for additional stable room for their 
dairy stock. A report in this respect will follow for con- 
sideration in the next fiscal year.

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D SCHOOL: In company with the Indian 
agent i Cr the above residential school, and made 
@ longer and more thorough inspection than I have done 
of this school for a considerable time. I gave no notice 

of my visit to the school. There were 289 children in 
the school at the date of my visit, the Sthe of March. I 
found the building thcroughly clean and tidy, and all the 
dormitories and lavabories, etce in perfect a der. 


The defects in the building itself, such as the falling 
out of the pointing and mworter in the brick work on the 
boys wing outside, and also constructural troubles, the 
Agent informs me were shown to Mir. Orr during his 
visit. I understand too, from the Agent that the 
leundery if to be improved and altered. I, however 
have to point out that since Mr. Orr visited, the floor 
in the kitchen has been sinking, directly under the 
stoves, and I should think that this is due to the heavy 
weights in the way of big boilers, etc., that heve to 
be used to cook the meals on the stoves. Cooking for 
such a large number, roughly 325 or perhaps more, means 
large quantities of heavy foods Undoubtedly this floor 
will have to be strengthened and levelled.

However, Indian agent Ferguson is having the matter 
looked into. I am of the opinion, too, that something 
will have to be done shortly to take care of the over- 
AN flow from the school cesspit. I may be wron., but it 
"GN eems to me to be tempting providence to have this 
. erflow come out in the open during the summer time 
en the flies and mosquitoes are around. I have an 
Silea that the Dominion Weter Board heave this in hand, 
t what exactly is proposed I do not knowe I found’ 
wA€he fire apparatus ana fire escapes all in good order 
and in their correct positions, and the Agent informs 
me that he conducted the test alarm not long ago, which 
was quite in ordere 


During the date of my visit the children were having 

the following meals: mid-day, potatoes, meat and 

dumplings; supper, meat broth, potatoes and bread; 

breakfast, honey and bread with plenty of milk for all. 

I think the meals are quite satisfactory at the school 
and the children are all looking healthy and well fed. 

I understand, too, that there has been very little sick- 

nesses 


I found all the class rooms clean and tidy and in good 
order. I visited all the grades and heard and examined 
the children in their work.

It appears that this truck purchased in Luge 4 rad, 
was supplied to the school by the Department, and in 
view of this the Principal feels that the Department 


should assume the responsibility of making the required 
replacement. 


There is no doubt by that the school needs a 
new truck, for to put it in shape for the coming season 
would cost some $300.00, but in view of the grant re- 
ceived by the school, I do not think they should ex- 
pect this additional assistance. However, as it is 
possible that the request might be ,iven consideration, 
I am enclosing herewith a tender prepared by the 
Kamloops Motors covering a new trucke 


Should the Department not give this matter con- 
sideration, and the school make the purchase themselves 
there is the question of the trade-in allowance of $25900 
for the old truck and I should have authority to gran 
this’ permission to trade in this old truck.

I am today forwarding ales separate cover, 
a@ plan prepared by Mr. Bann, the dairy man of Kainloops 
Indian Residential School covering the proposed barn 
for the dairy cattle at this school. 


This plan, as far as I can see, covers, in 
detail all the requirements necessary to meet the purpose 
of drawing up complete plans for this improvement required 
by the school. 

“ you will note that this plan shows a capacity 

-of thirty stalls, which I would mention exceeds the capacity 
of the present barn of twenty two by eight. Besides this, 
there is also included three maternity pens and a bull pen, 
and I am ef the opinion that should there be any question 

of insufficient funds to complete the structure in accordance 
with the plans, the number of stells mey be somewhat reduced 
say to 22 or 24, and the pens cut to three. This would still 
give sufficient room to stable enough cows to supply all the 
milk required by the present population of thes chool as 50 
cows of the superior type that they have should produce be- 
tween 175 to 225 gallons of milk a day, which would allow for 
the 300 population, over two quarts per gapita daily. 


Mr. Ban has inforied me that it will cost far 
more, owing to the extra excavation work and the making of a 
fill to a height of 7* 5" if the building is erected with 
the side facing the south and now proposes that it be laid 
our paralleling ne present barn as shown in the block plan 
of the sketch. e also claims that everything will be handi er 
for the delivery of feed and the carrying away of manure and 
liquids. I think he is right in this as it does appear more 
convenient after looking over the plan although there we 1l be 
some Boss of sunlight. This woulda only affect the building 
during the winter months, when as a rule it is generally 
cloudy here;during the most of the spring and fall months and 
all summer, a good share of sunlight woula reach the interior. 


The plan does not show any building for the dairy, 
which in my opinion I consider most important in vieq of 
the unsanitary cubby holr they are using at present. The dairy, 
which should be of about 16'x20' floor dimension should be built 
on the east side of the new barn.

Drains: The drains for both buildings should be to 

the rear, that is, the north end, instead of as at present, 
With this drainage out in the front yard, which Wewtd places 
it near the new dairy under the proposed plan. In the rear 
there is more fall, and it could also be run into the manure 
pile and increase its value as fertilizer. I have had a talk 
with Mr. Bann over this, and in making the repairs to the drain 
in the old barn as talked over with you when you were out here, 
he has decided to change the grade go as the flow will be to 
the rear instead of to the front. The cost will not exceed 

the $25.0L allowed. 


In regards to the construction work, the school 
is prepared to do all the excavating and the boys at the school 
can assist with the concrete, and construction work up to the 
first eight feet. The Reverend Principal does not careto have 
them work above the ground any higher than this during the 
process of framing the pbuilding owing to the possibility of ace 
cidents, but they could assist with the laying of the roof. 


After you have looked over the plan anda if there 
should be any points on which I can give further information 
I would be pleasedto hear from you. 


Mr. <= has expressed the wish that after you 
are through with the plan he woulu be obliged if you woulda 
return it to him.

This expenditure was authorized artmental letter 
No. 154+0-5, dated October 15th, 1934 EW Orr's verbal in- 
structions of November 16th,1934, for item of $16.00 for paint- 
ing cornice. 


In regards to the items in Voucher No. 463-34, besides 
that of $16.00 for painting the cornice, I beg to report as fol- 
lows: This work was carried out without any instructions from 
me. The work, however, was of an emergent nature. It appears 
that before painting the cornice around the kitchen and sterili- 
zing room, the gutters were clegned out and the drain pipe from 
the roof to the sump pit, which had worked @part, was connected 
up. Following this there was @ heavy rain and the sump pit 
which apparently had been clogged previously, would not run the 
water away, causing it to flood over the flat roof of this part 
of the building. The roof was found defective and the water 
flooded into the rooms below. During the afternoon of the 20th 
the School authority called me over to look over the situation. 
The repairs were under way at the time and were about completed 
with the exception of the cribbing up(the sump hole with rock. 

I then instructed that the hole be covered up until authority 
could be obtained from the Department to complete the repairs. 


While the School should have got in touch with me before 
starting the repairs, without doubt to avoid further damage the 
work done was very necessary and I would recommend paymam t. 


There is one point, however, about the account for 
this extra work that I do not like, and that is that Johnston 
& Go., are charging all that they can for the job, and I feel 
that in connection with any future work, a change of contractars 
will be in order.

Sime that time the tank has not been in use, . few years 
ago it wes cleaned and painted. The replacement value is 
approximately §575. 


In view of the fact that no use has been found 
for this old plant in the past seven years and to the possi- 
bility of deterioration I would suggest that it be offered 
for sale, 


The tender of $100, by Fernie Brothers although 
4t does not represent the value of the tank, is probably 
reasonable in view of the small market for such equipment, 
and is unlikely to be exceeded. 


I shall be pleased if you will bring this matter 
to the attention of the Department of Indian «ffairs,.

In regard to the proposed improvements for this 
year at the Kamloops Indian Residential School, would ad- 
vise that Mr. P. Phelan of the Education Branch, was here 
this week, and together with the Reverend Principal, Father 
Kennedy we looked over and discussed the work to be done. 


Mr. Phelan informed me that in the appropriation 
for this year funds had been provided for as follows: 


Laundry Machinery.....+++$2,500.00 
Dairy Barteesceeeeeeeeeee 4,000.00 
Paint, brick & stone...++ 1,250.00 
Girls’ toilet....se.+ese+ 900.00 $8,650.00 


If authorization for these expenditures can now 
be obtained, I would suggest that the laundry machinery be 
considered of first importance, and the work in this con- 
nection be started immediately.the children leave the 
school for their Summer Vacation, so that it may be com- 
pleted before their return. 


I would place the dairy barn in order of next 
importance, and work on this could be started at any time. 


In regards to the laundry machinery, it appears 
to me that possibly the matter of a new boiler to replace 
the old one, condemned last year by the engineer of the De- 
partment of Public Works, Victoria, was overlooked and not 
included in the estimates. In this respect I would refer 
you to my letter of October 11, 1934. If this be the case, 

and as it is very necessary that this replacement be made, 

it would be as well to delay authorization of the other two 
expenditures, namely Paint, Brick and Stone, $1,250.00, and 
Girls' Toilet,$900.00, until we are assured that the repairs 
to the laundry, including the boiler, will be completed.

1 36" x 48" Compartment Motor driven Drytex Tumbler, 220 
volts, 3 phase, 60 cycles. 

This machinery was delivered to the school, put 
under cover and the Department advice in connection with 
installation is awaited. The school is anxious, now that 
this machinery has been delivered, that it be installed as 
quickly as possible, as it is much needed.

Dear Father Scannell: 


I have your letter of the 7th instant, with 
reference to the requirements at the St. Mary's Mission, 
Kamloops end Kootenay Indian Residential Schools and 
enclosing a communication which you received from the 
Reverend Principal of the Kamloops School. 


Regesdics the request for an increased 
pupilage at the St. Mary's Residential School, I would 


say that, owing to a drastic cut in our Estimates it 
has not been possible to provide for an increase in 
pupilage at this school for the coming fiscal year. 

I have noted that there are a sufficient number of 
children eligible for admission to fill the school to 
its present accommodation.

‘ with reference to the request contained in 

{the communication from Reverend Father Kemedy, Principal 
of the Karoope Indian Residential Schoo), I would say 
that the laundry machinery supplied and 
instructions have recently been issued to make the 
alterations required to the laundry and install the 
machinery. Certain funds will be available in our approp- 
riation for the coming fiscal year to carry out repairs, 
painting, etce, and to repair the sewage disposal system. 
I regret that it was not possible to proceed with the 
erection of the barn. A supply of supplementary reading 
material has recently been sent the Principal, and he will 
be advised with reference to retaining in the classroom 
a number of the pupile who are over 16 years of age. 


Regarding the supplying of storage batteries 
for the lighting system at the Kootenay Indian Residential 
School, I would gay that thie matter is now before the 
Honourable the Minister to approve the expenditure 
required, and we are awaiting his directions in the matter.

The steam main operating the present unit will 
be too small for the additions, therefore we would carry 
a two inch steam line from poiler to a point over the 
present unit, then along over the machines reducing a size 
at each machine; also install all necessary valves on this 
line, and cover all pipes and exposed fittings with asbes- 
tos Pipe Covering and Asbestos Cement; 


Carrv water pipe to all machines requiring same, 


move mangle to new position. This will mean installing a 
new motor for to operate the mangle, as at present it oper- 
ates off the old unit by belt drive. Owing to three extra 
motors being installed we propose to install a gutter box 
below the entrance switch with necessary break down switches. 


Remove brick wall and insert a 10x 12 wood beam 
to carry floor above, cover beau with metal to correspond 
with the metal ceiling. Make good walls and floors after 
partition is removed. Cut double channel in concrete floor 
to receive machines and carry waste water to drains; Cut 
trap doo® in floor equipped with hinges and loose handle, 
line sides of opening with asbestos poard covered with 
galvanized iron. 


Trap in the floor to enable the attendant to 
clean the boiler tubes. 


The above is the necessary work to be done,which 
was arrived at by the Indian Agent, the Superintendent and 
myself going over the site; 

Enclose@ find a tracing of the layout of the 
machines when moved and installed in their new position, 
the machines are not to scale, there will be more space 
between machines than shown on tracing.
